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On  motion,  the  whole  matter  of  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment was  referred  back  to  the  Board  of  Regents  to  take 
such  action  as  was  to  the  best  interests  of  the   University.

REPORT  OF  THE  VICE-CHANCELLOR 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South: 

Gentlemen  : —  I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  academic  year 
which  began  September  19,  1912,  and  is  to  end  June  17,  1913,  as  also 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  1,  1912,  and  that  portion  of  the 
present  year  to  May  31. 

Deaths 

I  must  call  to  your  attention  the  great  loss  the  University  has  sus- 
tained in  the  death  of  Miss  Alice  M.  Hall,  who  died  suddenly  of  apo- 
plexy, in  her  apartments  at  St.  Luke's  on  the  night  of  Tuesday,  the 
13th  of  May.  Miss  Hall  became  Matron  at  St.  Luke's  in  1907,  and 
soon  endeared  herself  to  the  students  of  the  Theological  Department 
and  the  residents  of  St.  Luke's.  She  was  a  veritable  mother  to  these 
young  men,  and  not  only  cared  for  their  physical  well-being  but  was  a 
source  of  spiritual  inspiration  to  them,  and  they  all  went  to  her  in  their 
troubles  for  counsel  and  advice.  She  always  upheld  the  authorities  in 
their  rulings  and  would  permit  no  adverse  criticism.  The  University 
deeply  mourns  her  death  and  will  long  revere  her  memory. 

During  the  past  year  have  died  Mrs.  Emma  Sutton,  Mrs.  Samuel 
G.  Jones  and  Charles  Richardson,  for  many  years  resident  here  and 
closely  associated  with  the  community  life  of  the  University.

The  increased  attendance  in  this  department  is  most  encouraging, 
As  indicated  in  ray  last  report,  the  opening  of  a  course  leading  to  the 
Bachelor  of  Science  degree  hist  September  accounts  in  part  for  this 
increase.  The  standards  of  this  course  are  on  a  par  with  the  arts 
course,  and  the  facilities  to  be  offered  on  the  completion  and  equip- 
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ment  of  the  new  Science  Hall  will  appeal  to  students  desiring  cultural 
and  scientific  training.

You  will  observe  that  of  the  143  students  taking  courses  in  the  Col- 
lege, }}  are  obtaining  financial  assistance  from  scholarship  funds,  20 
of  these  holding  scholarships.  Last  year  52  out  of  92  had  free  tuition. 
This  year  35  out  of  143,  and  of  these,  although  the  tuition  is  free  so 
far  as  the  student  is  concerned,  the  fee  for  22  has  been  paid  the  Uni- 
versity. Five  are  Theological  students  and  pay  no  tuition,  leaving 
only  eight  students  whose  tuition  is  actually  remitted.  The  action  of 
the  Board  of  Regents  on  reducing  the  fee  from  $100.00  to  $45.00  and 
permitting  no  remission,  results  in  tuition  receipts  amounting  to 
$5,375.00,  as  compared  with  $4,691.50  last  year,  but  it  must  be  noted 
that  the  increase  in  members  is  accountable  for  this.  The  lower  tui- 
tion charges,  the  opening  of  Tremlett  Hall  practically  at  cost  to  the 
students  so  far  as  board  charges  are  concerned,  has  proven  attractive 
to  students  and  bears  also  on  the  increase  in  students  attendance. 

The  Dean's  report  shows  the  loss  of  32  students  in  the  College 
and  he  goes  carefully  into  the  causes  therefor,  and  he  also  gives  a 
comparison  of  similar  losses  in  other  institutions.  The  summary  may 
be  of  interest.

This  is  one  answer  to  the  criticism,  why  do  we  not  hold  our  stu- 
dents?    It  is  a  criticism  against  the  attitude  of  our  Southern  people 
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for  college  education,  the  inadequacy  of  preparatory  school  training 
and  the  absence  of  definite  purpose  on  the  part  of  most  students  in 
going  to  college.  The  University  compares  most  favorably  with  other 
institutions.  Our  Freshman  Class  (of  72)  is  the  largest  in  the  history 
of  the  institution.  Eighty-one  new  students  matriculated  ami  only 
twice  in  the  past  twenty  years  has  the  total  registration  in  the  College 
exceeded  that  of  the  present  session.  At  the  coming  Commencement, 
nine  students  anticipate  taking  the  Bachelor's  degree  and  three  the 
Master's.     The  work  in  the  classroom  has  been  satisfactory. 

Dr.  Glen  Levin  Swiggett,  Professor  of  Modern  Languages  tendered 
his  resignation  shortly  after  the  close  of  last  session  to  accept  the 
Professorship  of  Romance  Languages  in  the  University  of  Tennessee, 
and  I  appointed  Mr.  John  Nottingham  Ware,  M.A.,  to  the  chair, 
which  action  was  later  confirmed.  His  work  has  been  satisfactory  and 
I  recommend  his  election  for  the  unexpired  term. 

1  appointed  Mr.  George  Townshenri,  B.A.,  as  Assistant  in  English, 
and  the  Dean  gives  high  commendation  to  his  work  and  recommends 
an  increase  in  salary. 

1  appointed  Mr  Charles  Bernard  Wilson,  B.  V.,  Instructor  in  Mod- 
ern Languages.  He  takes  iiis  \!  ister's  degree  this  year  and  his  posi- 
tion is  still  to  be  tilled 

With  the  increased  demands  tor  scientific  instruction,  on  the  com- 
pletion of  the  Science  Building,  a  separate  Chair  of  Physics  is  impera- 
tive. After  considerable  correspondence  on  the  part  of  the  Dean  as 
to  eligible  men,  on  the  recommendation  of  Professor  Ames  of  Johns 
Hopkins  University  and  alter  a  persona!  interview  by  the  Dean,  I 
join  with  him  in  most  strongly  recommending  the  election  to  the  Chair 
of  Physics,  Rogers  H.  Gait,  Ph  D.,  of  New  York.  A  Southern  gen- 
tleman, direct  and  simple  in  speech  :  pleasing  in  address  and  bearing  ; 
young,  well-informed,  and  enthusiastic  about  his  subject. 

I  am  also  pleased  to  recommend  the  election  of  Dr.  S.  L.  Ware  of 
Berkeley,  California,  to  the  position  as  Assistant  Professor  in  History 
without  salary.  Dr.  Ware  is  thoroughly  equipped  ;  a  man  of  indepen- 
dent means  ;  is  acquainted  with  Sewanee  personally,  understands  its 
aims  and  ideals,  and  the  University  should  Lie  pleased  to  be  so 
strengthened  in  its  Department  of  History.  This  will  largely  relieve 
Dr.  Bevan  of  his  work  and  also  enable  the  University  to  offer  wider 
courses. 

1  am  pleased  to  s;..t  ■  that  upon  authorization  of  the  Board  of 
Regents  at  their  January  meeting,  a  Summer  Quarter  in  the  College 
will  be  offered,  beginning  the  lyth  of  June.    Through  the  assistance  of 
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the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina  this  Quarter  will  be  conducted  without 
expense  to  the  University.  It  is  difficult  to  predict  the  result  for  the 
first  year,  but  the  courses  have  been  widely  advertised,  and,  in  our 
opinion,  the  University  will  be  justified  in  the  action  it  has  taken  and 
the  way  is  being  paved  to  a  wider  field  of  usefulness  in  education. 
The  professors  conducting  these  courses  will  also  deliver  popular  lec- 
tures on  special  subjects  during  the  summer,  thus  in  part  continuing 
the  work  which  has  been  done  during  the  past  five  years  by  the  Ex- 
tension Department. 

(The  report  of  the  Dean  of  the  College,  together  with  Bulletin  of 
of  the  Summer  Quarter  is  marked  Exhibit  A.) 

Theological  Department 

The  attendance  in  the  Department  is  16  ;  6  are  in  the  Senior  Class ; 
4  will  receive  the  Bachelor  of  Divinity  degree,  one  receives  no  degree 
and  the  graduation  of  one  is  postponed  one  year.  The  number  of 
theological  students  is  small  but  the  number  of  postulants  and  those 
considering  the  ministry  in  the  College  is  exceedingly  promising.  I 
call  special  attention  to  the  improved  condition  of  St.  Luke's  at  an  ex- 
penditure of  $5,500.00.  The  Dean  of  the  Department  has  had  this  en- 
tirely in  hand  and  it  is  through  his  exertions  that  the  improvements 
were  made,  and  assistance  to  the  amount  of  $4,900.00  was  provided  by 
those  living  in  Sewanee. 

The  dining  room  is  on  the  first  floor,  the  building  is  equipped  with 
a  heating  and  lighting  system  and  toilet  and  bath  facilities  are  pro- 
vided.    The  scholastic  work  of  the  Department  has  been  satisfactory. 

The  Rev.  Henry  Riley  Gummey,  D.D.,  who  was  elected  Professor 
of  History  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  has  greatly  strengthened 
the  Department.  On  the  recomendation  of  the  Dean  and  Faculty 
the  Board  of  Regents  in  March  transferred  Dr.  Gummey  to  the  Chair 
of  Systematic  Divinity  for  the  coming  session,  which  will  leave  the 
Chair  of  History  vacant.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Tyson,  in  a  communication 
to  the  Board,  requests  a  leave  of  absence  of  one  year  without  salary 
which  will  leave  a  vacancy  in  the  Chair  of  New  Testament 

Special  lectures  have  been  delivered  in  the  Department  during  the 
year  by  the  following  clergymen  : —

Last  fall,  with  his  consent,  I  appointed  Dr.  Benedict  Acting  Chap- 
lain of  the  University  and  he  has  kindly  attended  to  the  duties  of  the 
office  as  far  as  it  was  possible.  I  consider  the  Chaplain  as  one  of  the 
most  important  officers  of  the  University  and  think  it  imperative  to 
elect  one  permanently  at  the  earliest  possible  moment.

The  Sewanee  Military  Academy 

The  attendance  for  the  year  is  114  as  compared  with  125  for  last 
year  and  106  for  the  year  previous.  Eighty-three  (S3)  were  present 
and  took  part  in  the  Commencement  exercises.  The  Headmaster,  by- 
letters  to  parents,  refused  to  permit  any  cadet  to  leave  before  the 
Commencement  exercises  on  Wednesday  the  nth.  Of  the  31  leaving 
the  Academy  during  the  year,  or  not  returning  after  the  Christmas 
holidays,  the  following  table  is  explanatory  : —

You  will  recall  the  more  or  less  critical  condition  of  the  Academy 
at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board.  We  felt  much  anxiety  not  only  in 
the  choice  of  a  Headmaster  but  on  account  of  the  condition  of  the 
school.  After  consulting  the  members  of  the  Special  Committee 
appointed  to  select  a  Headmaster  I  offered  the  position  to  Mr.  DuVal 
G.  Cravens,  of  Ft.  Smith,  Arkansas,  and  he  accepted.  The  choice  has 
proven  a  happy  one.  Mr.  Cravens  took  charge  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment  and  began  a  vigorous  campaign  for  students,  not  only  for  the 
return  of  the  old  students  hut  for  the  new.  The  result  is  as  above 
stated,  but  eleven  (11)  less  than  the  attendance  of  last  year.  On  the 
opening  of  the  school  Mr.  Craven's  position  was  not  a  happy  one,  but 
he  began  with  a  firm  hand.     The  boys  determined  to  try  to  continue 
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the  freedom  of  the  preceding  session  and  Mr.  Cravens  was  compelled 
to  dismiss  one  student  immediately  after  the  opening.  This  firmness 
and  decision  to  maintain  discipline  had  a  marked  effect,  but  there  was 
much  feeling  among  the  students  against  the  school  and  its  methods, 
and,  as  always  is  the  case,  certain  students  who,  though  they  may  not 
be  vicious,  cannot  always  read  wisely,  abetted  this  feeling  against 
discipline  until  after  the  Christmas  holidays.  The  Headmaster  with 
much  discretion  gradually  weeded  out  the  malcontents,  won  some 
over,  and  finally  requested  parents  not  to  return  others  in  January. 
Since  that  time  there  has  been  little  trouble  and  I  must  commend  most 
heartily  the  discipline  of  the  school,  which  is  better  than  I  have  known 
it  for  many  years. 

I  must  particularly  mention  Major  Benton  and  Major  Dalton  for 
their  conscientious  and  efficient  assistance  to  the  Headmaster.  The 
military  side  of  the  school  has  been  emphasized  and  the  cadets  are 
intensely  interested.  We  consented  to  a  company  of  fifty  cadets 
attending  and  participating  in  the  Inaugural  Parade  in  Washington. 
This  proved  a  great  stimulus  to  the  cadets,  was  a  source  of  great 
pleasure  to  them,  and  their  conduct  while  away  was  a  marked  adver- 
tisement and  asset  to  the  Academy.  General  Leonard  Wood's  note 
of  congratulation  on  their  appearance  was  very  gratifying. 

The  military  features  of  the  Academy  Commencement,  but  just 
ended,  evince  the  interest  of  the  boys,  and  with  the  band  under  the 
the  efficient  guidance  and  control  of  Captain  McClung,  have  made  the 
past  several  days  very  attractive.  Consent  was  given  to  have  the 
Academy  open  before  the  University  in  September  and  the  Com- 
mencement to  take  place  a  week  earlier  than  that  of  the  University. 

The  Chancellor  made  the  address  on  Wednesday  and  eighteen 
students  received  their  diplomas.  The  Headmaster  has  presented  a 
full  report  which  gives  a  complete  statement  as  to  the  condition  and 
needs  of  the  school. 

I  would  state  that  early  in  the  present  term  I  requested  the  Rev. 
W.  H.  DuBose  to  act  as  Chaplain  at  the  Academy  and  he  has  kindly 
conducted  the  week-day  services  and  gained  the  confidence  and  love 
of  the  cadet  body.  Rev.  Frank  A.  Juhan  will  be  with  the  Academy 
next  year  in  the  capacity  of  Chaplain  and  also  as  an  Instructor.  Captain 
Staab  is  the  only  one  of  the  teaching  staff  to  leave  and  his  place  has 
been  filled. 

The  expenses  of  maintenance  have  been  less  this  year  and  the 
school  should  show  a  profit  instead  of  a  deficit,  as  it  has  for  several 
years  past.     The  prospects  of  the  school  under  the  present  manage- 
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ment  seem  especially  bright,  with  the  outlook  for  students  next  ses- 
sion most  encouraging.  I  would  recommed  the  election  of  the  present 
Headmaster  for  the  unexpired  term.

The  Medical  Department 

A  special  called  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Regents  for  the  14th  of 
January,  in  Nashville,  considered  proposals  of  certain  physicians  of 
that  city  to  establish  there  and  revive  the  Medical  Department  of  the 
University.  After  consultation  with  these  gentlemen  and  with  repre- 
sentatives of  business  organizations  of  the  city  the  Board  accepted 
the  proposition  and  authorized  the  Vice-Chancellor  to  sign  a  five  years, 
contract.  By  the  terms  of  this  contract  two  buildings  are  furnished 
free  of  rent  for  this  period  and  the  buildings  are  to  be  reconstructed 
and  adequately  equipped  before  the  opening  of  the  school,  without  ex- 
pense to  the  University.  The  University  is  to  maintain  the  school 
thereafter  and  the  faculty  guarantees  to  keep  the  instruction  upon 
such  plane  of  efficiency  as  to  secure  the  rating  of  "  A  :"  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Education  of  the  American  Medical  Association.  The  op- 
portunities for  medical  education  and  clinical  facilities  are  excellent 
and  there  is  no  reason  why  a  successful  medical  school  should  not  be 
operated.  As  I  indicated  to  the  Board,  there  are  two  factors  con- 
nected with  the  establishment  of  the  school  which  I  deprecate. 

First,  it  will  be  impossible  to  operate  the  school  without  expense 
to  the  University,  and  I  fear  an  increasing  expense.  The  cost  of 
medical  education  is  increasing  each  year  and  the  preliminary  train- 
ing for  admission  to  medical  colleges  is  becoming  more  rigid,  making 
it  soon  an  impossibility  to  maintain  a  school  upon  the  receipts  of  the 
students  attending.  Most  of  the  faculty  give  their  services  free,  but 
the  Educational  Committee  of  the  American  Medical  Association  in 
their  rating  demand  six  full-time  men  in  the  faculty,  who  give  their 
time  to  instruction,  therefore  are  debarred  from  practice,  and  salaries 
must  be  paid  them. 

Second,  the  establishment  of  the  school  in  Nashville  brings  it  in 
direct  competition  with  Vanderbilt  University,  and  it  is  an  impossi- 
bility in  a  city  of  the  size  of  Nashville  not  to  have  professional  and 
bitter  feeling  arise  between  the  two  institutions  and  faculties.  Dr. 
Rufus  E.  Fort  was  elected  Dean  and  he  has  a  competent  and  efficient 
faculty  which  I  feel  confident  will  give  excellent  instruction,  and  ade- 
quate hospital  and  clinical  advantages  will  be  offered  students.     The 
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catalogue  will  be  distributed  next  week  and  already  considerable  ad- 
vertising has  been  done  and  circular  letters  sent  out. 

I  must  also  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  this  move  of  the  Univer- 
sity has  met  the  disapprobation  of  the  Carnegie  Foundation  and  the 
General  Education  Board  who  have  been  working  for  a  number  of 
years  with  the  American  Medical  Association  towards  the  betterment 
of  medical  instruction,  the  elimination  of  poorly  equipped  schools  and 
the  concentration  of  medical  education  in  certain  centres.  It  is  not 
our  aim  at  the  present  moment  to  criticize  their  methods  but  you  can 
well  see  that  at  times  and  in  certain  quarters  these  Foundations  may 
work  an  injustice  towards  some  institutions.  I  regret  the  appearance 
of  the  recent  newspaper  article  criticising  the  so-called  "  educational 
trust "  in  Mr.  Carnegie's  gift  to  the  Medical  Department  of  Vander- 
bilt  University. 

Department  of  Physical  Education 

Mr.  Henry  C.  Smith  has  given  efficient  service  in  the  Gymnasium. 
We  are  in  need  of  more  adequate  heating  facilities  during  the  winter 
months.  This  would  largely  add  to  the  interest  as  well  as  value  of 
gymnastic  training.  Other  forms  of  athletics,  football,  baseball,  and 
basketball,  have  their  usual  place  in  student  life,  and  there  was  consid- 
erable interest  manifested  in  pushball,  a  new  game  on  the  Mountain. 
I  must  call  attention  to  the  revival  of  hare-and-hound  races  during  the 
winter  and  early  spring  months  which  were  entered  into  with  zest  and 
relieved  some  of  the  tedium  of  this  season  of  the  year,  at  the  same 
time  affording  health-giving  exercise.  There  has  also  been  a  great 
deal  of  interest  shown  in  tennis  this  spring. 

(The  Report  of  the  Director  of  Physical  Education  is  Exhibit  D.) 

Health  Department 

The  health  of  the  students  has  been  excellent,  with  no  case  of  seri- 
ous illness.  A  few  boys  were  slightly  hurt  at  the  time  of  an  explosion 
at  the  Military  Academy  but  no  serious  injury  resulted. 

A  student  at  Hoffman  Hall  accidently  fell  through  one  of  the  ele- 
vator shafts  and  sustained  a  fracture  at  the  hip  joint.  It  was  a  mira- 
cle that  he  was  not  killed.  He  was  taken  to  Nashville  and  remained 
in  St.  Thomas's  Hospital  a  number  of  weeks.  He  recovered  with 
comparatively  little  shortening  of  his  limb.  Certain  correspondence 
relating  thereto  (Exhibit  E2)  is  referred  to  you  for  your  recommenda- 
tion and  advice. 

The  cows  at  the  farm  as  also  the  two  principal  dairy  herds  on  the 
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Mountain  were  tested  early  in  the  spring  for  tuberculosis.  One  of 
our  cows  reacted,  and  was  killed. 

Since  beginning  the  use  of  the  new  reservoir,  I  have  felt  no  further 
anxiety  concerning  our  water  supply.

The  Library 

The  accessions  to  the  Library  for  the  year  from  various  sources 
amount  to  816  volumes,  making  a  total  of  34,447  bound  volumes.  The 
Sewanee  Review  through  its  exchanges  and  advertisements  has  added 
books  and  periodicals  to  the  amount  of  $126.00.

Buildings,  Lands  and  Finance 

The  Emerald-Hodgson  Hospital  was  completed  early  in  August 
and  opened  on  August  6,  1912.  The  total  cost  of  construction 
amounted  to  $22,854.13,  all  of  which  came  from  contributions,  and 
$16,000  has  been  invested,  the  income  from  which  we  are  au«|*&rized 
to  use  for  maintenance.  I  am  not  instructed  during  the  curt&ft  year 
to  appropriate  $1,000  towards  maintenance  from  the  general  funds  of 
the  University.  I  recommend  that  this  be  done,  but  that  in  future  we 
appropriate  $1,000  a  year  towards  Hospital  maintenance,  said  $1,000 
to  include  the  income  from  the  $16,000  endowment  already  authorized 
for  this  purpose. 

Through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Tyson  and  Mr.  Claiborne  $8,091.24  has 
been  raised  for  furnishing,  equipment  and  improvements  about  the 
Hospital.

I  borrowed  last  month  $5,000.00  from  the  American  National  Bank 
to  meet  current  obligations  with  the  understanding  that  this  note 
should  be  taken  up  in  ninety  days. 

Our  collections  from  students  have  been  slow,  and  there  is  a  bal- 
ance still  due,  June  1st,  1913,  of  $11,251.68.  Of  this  amount  $7,000.00 
should  be  collected  before  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.  Two  salary  lists 
are  to  be  met,  with  the  usual  bills  from  May  1  to  August  31.  Calcu- 
lating from  the  experience  of  past  years  with  no  additional  obligations 
placed  upon  us,  $10,000.00  in  cash  will  enable  us  to  meet  our  bills. 

The  apportionment  to  the  Theological  Department  to  the  various 
dioceses  amounts  to  $5,450.00  of  which  $3,509.15  has  been  paid.  The 
dioceses  of 'Florida,  North  and  East  Carolina  do  not  accept  the  ap- 
portionment, and  your  consideration  is  asked  in  their  cases.

This  amount  is  about  one-sixth  of  the  total  annuity  under  the  Nel- 
son Plan,  which  should  amount  to  $30,218.72. 

We  have  had  contributions  amounting  to  $465.00  towards  the  deficit 
of  1912. 

As  a  result  of  the  Chancellor's  personal  letters  to  the  members  of 
the  Board  we  have  received  towards  an  emergency  fund  for  this  year 
$1,725.00.  Had  every  member  responded  to  this  appeal,  either  person- 
ally or  by  personal  application,  the  University  would  have  received  a 
sum  more  than  $16,000.00  which,  would  have  cared  for  the  deficit. 

I  wish  to  speak  of  the  efficient  work  of  the  Organizing  Secretary 
who  was  placed  in  the  field  last  summer  by  certain  alumni  guarantors. 
Though  his  time  was  short  we  consider  that  at  least  twenty  of  the  new- 
students  resulted  from  his  campaign.  There  is  no  question  that  the 
result  will  be  more  marked  this  year  than  last.  The  University  contri- 
buted to  this  expense  from  the  tuitions  received  from  such  students 
coming  from  his  efforts.  Mr.  Shepherd  gave  part  of  his  time  to  fur- 
thering the  Nelson  Plan,  mainly  in  the  dioceses  of  North  Carolina  and 
Tennessee.  The  result  shows  conclusively  that  if  the  Nelson  Plan 
was  worked  systematically  in  any  diocese  it  would  only  be  a  question 
of  a  short  time  before  the  principal  and  annuity  could  be  raised.  We 
expect  a  report  from  the  North  Carolina  Committee  at  this  meeting 
Of  the  Board. 

From  my  report  of  1910  I  quote  : 

"  From  the  foregoing  you  will  gather  that  in  a  financial  way  we 
are  in  a  serious  position.  With  a  plant  and  property  valued  fairly  at 
three  quarters  of  a  million  dollars  we  have  not  income  enough  to  meet 
ordinary  running  expenses.  Our  deficits  have  been  steadily  shown 
from  year  to  year  and  latterly  they  have  steadily  grown.  We  have 
practically  reached  the  point  when  we  cannot  stretch  our  resources 
much  further.     In  our  opinion  we  have  been  pursuing  a  suicidal  policy 

and  we  are  about  to  reap  the  result Formulate  some  aggressive 

campaign   for   endowment,  formulate    and    carry  to    completion."     I 
would  emphasize  this  same  statement  three  years  later.  You  have  formu- 
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lated  an  endowment  plan  and  an  excellent  one,  but  the  Board  has  given 
little  assistance  as  a  Board  or  individually  in  making  it  effective. 

I  am  pleased  to  mention  the  work  among  alumni,  especially  of 
New  York  and  Nashville.  Funds  for  endowment  are  growing  in 
each  place.  The  New  York  alumni  are  especially  interested  and  news 
letters  are  constantly  being  sent  out.  I  trust  the  Organizing  Secretary 
may  arouse  active  interest  in  many  of  our  Southern  centres,  which 
will  serve  the  University  by  giving  material  assistance  as  also  keep- 
ing us  in  touch  with  prospective  students. 

I  again  quote  from  my  report  of  1910  : 

"  There  is  a  subject  I  wish  to  present  to  the  serious  and  careful 
consideration  of  the  Board.  It  has  been  brought  to  your  attention 
before,  but  I  do  not  think  it  has  been  given  more  than  individual 
thought.  The  time  is  urgently  present  for  a  readjustment  of  your 
own  body.  The  best  interests  of  the  University  demand  this.  In  the 
days  of  the  Founders  of  the  University  and  in  theory  the  plan  of  the 
Board  is  ideal,  but  conditions  are  not  the  same  now  and  I  daresay  that 
you  realize  that  the  Board  as  organized  at  present  and  as  working  for 
a  number  of  years  past  is  not  satisfactory.  A  careful  perusal  of  your 
proceedings  will  evidence  this  statement  and  I  believe  you  would  so 
acknowledge.  You  have  had  almost  insurmountable  problems  to 
solve,  and  all  credit  must  be  given  you  in  your  attempts  to  meet  them. 
You  have  been  patient  and  self-denying  in  your  efforts  and  the  greatest 
appreciation  must  be  extended  you  for  the  same.  To  provide  ways 
and  means  have  at  time  been  wellnigh  impossible.  The  resolution 
presented  to  you  last  year  by  the  alumni  in  our  opinion  was  most  un- 
fortunate, as  the  impression  was  produced  that  an  attempt  was  being 
made  to  withdraw  the  control  of  the  University  from  the  Church  in 
order  that  she  might  be  placed  on  the  Carnegie  Foundation.  As  much 
as  we  might  desire  to  be  on  the  Foundation  on  account  of  the  benefits 
that  we  might  derive  therefrom,  I  wish  emphatically  to  state  that  to 
be  relieved  from  ecclesiastical  control  is  not  my  idea  or  desire.  The 
University  has  a  great  mission  before  it,  a  mission  under  the  influence 
of,  and  we  may  say  the  guidance  of  the  Church,  involving,  as  it  there- 
fore does,  great  responsibility.  Should  the  Church  not  meet  such  re- 
responsibility,  and  become  derelict  in  her  duty,  then  would  arise 
necessarily  the  question  of  losing  the  University  and  thereby  her  op- 
portunity of  extending  great  influence.  I  must  say  that  our  Church, 
standing  as  it  does  for  the  highest  type  of  education,  has  not  always 
appreciated  her  position  in  the  educational  world  and  has  allowed  in- 
stitutions of  great  standing  to  pass  from  her  allegiance  and  control. 
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Why  should  not  her  institutions  be  the  highest?  You  cannot  question 
her  aims  and  ideals.  Such  loss  must  not  be  told  in  the  future  history 
of  this  University  and  we  must  not  so  interpret  the  resolution  of  the 
alumni.  (I  hereby  call  attention  to  the  last  part  of  the  report  of  the 
late  Vice-Chancellor  which  bears  distinctly  on  this  point).  I  have 
met  during  the  past  year  numbers  of  our  most  conservative  and  seri- 
ous-minded alumni  and  I  can  present  to  you  the  general  feeling  over 
the  country  at  large  that  some  change  in  the  governing  body  is  deemed 
necessary  and  essential.  The  Board  is  too  large  and  cumbersome  ; 
the  method  of  election  of  members  in  the  Diocesan  Convention  is  not 
satisfactory.  It  may  not  be  amiss  to  quote  the  criticism  of  Mr. 
George  Wharton  Pepper  in  connection  with  the  General  Board  of 
Missions :  '  I  do  think  the  Board  of  Missions  too  large  and  unwieldy 
a  body.'  His  criticism  might  be  very  applicable  to  our  position,  illus- 
trating the  difficulty  of  getting  concerted  action.  Therefore,  it  is  a 
serious  matter  to  legislate  always  to  the  best  interests  of  the  Univer- 
sity. Had  you  the  time  to  give  questions  of  much  import  due  and  full 
consideration,  to  formulate  and  put  into  effective  working  shape  ways 
and  means  ;  had  you  the  power  to  give  effectively  the  material  support 
demanded  of  the  Church  and  of  necessity  required,  it  might  be  differ- 
ent. You  cannot,  though  individually  and  even  collectively,  you  have 
the  interests  of  the  University  deep  in  your  hearts.  Your  spiritual 
love  and  support  is  beyond  criticism,  but  your  material  support  is 
markedly  not  in  evidence.  I  say  this  with  the  kindliest  feelings  to 
each  and  everyone  of  you,  my  more  or  less  close  and  intimate  friends. 
You  are  earnestly  urged  to  give  this  your  prayerful  consideration.  In 
our  opinion  the  adjustment  must  be  in  the  direction  of  delegating 
full  power  to  a  small  governing  committee  or  board.  You  can  realize 
that  some  of  your  best  legislation  has  originated  in  your  Executive 
Committee  and  I  cannot  commend  them  too  highly  for  their  work  in 
the  past,  and  markedly  for  their  aid  and  consideration  during  the  past 
year. 

"  I  have  had  some  business  men  question  me  as  to  your  personnel 
and  method  of  election,  and  the  opinion  has  been  expressed  that  such  a 
body  is  impossible  and  irresponsible  in  a  business  way  —  strong  words, 
and  yet  containing  much  truth.  When  we  ask  for  assistance  and  sup- 
port we  have  to  answer  these  questions.  Our  benefactors  are  stern 
business  men  and  look  upon  their  benefactions  in  astern  business  way. 
It  is  not  sentiment  that  rules  them;  it  is  their  earnest  desire  to  have 
their  benefactions  accomplish  the  most  good — and  they  demand  this. 
They  do  not  question  your  intent  —  they  criticise  your  method  —  they 
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demand  more  security  and  at  the  present  quietly  withhold  their  support 
—  and  they  are  right.  Readjust  your  Board  upon  a  careful,  thor- 
oughly workable  business  basis  and  benefactions  will  surely  come." 

You  attempted  partially  to  meet  this  in  the  readjustment  of  your 
Executive  Committee  into  the  Board  of  Regents,  with  certain  powers 
given  it.  I  now  deem  the  time  ripe  for  further  change.  Make  your 
Board  smaller,  a  workable  Board  with  membership  based  upon  effi- 
ciency. Change  your  method  of  election  thereto.  This  can  be  effected 
without  in  any  way  changing  the  charter  or  Church  affiliation,  and  the 
University  can  only  be  the  gainer  thereby.  The  Board  of  Regents 
will  report  on  this  subject  as  indicated  in  its  minutes  sent  to  each 
member  of  the  General  Board. 

My  resignation  as  Vice-Chancellor  was  placed  before  the  January 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Regents  to  take  effect  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Board,  but  at  a  date  not  later  than  June,  1914.

APPENDIX  II 

REPORT  OF  THE  PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE   BOARD 

OF  REGENTS  SINCE  THE  LAST  MEETING 

OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES 

Sewanee,  Tens.,  June  13,  1912. 

The  Board  adopted  a  resolution  suspending  the  ordinances  which 
allows  each  Bishop  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  send  to  the  University 
two  students  free  of  tuition. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  was  authorized  to  fix  the  tuition  fee  in  the 
Academic  Department  at  #45.00  per  year,  thus  making  the  total  mini- 
mum cost  $225.00  per  year.  The  prices  are  to  apply  to  all  students 
except  in  certain  specific  scholarships.  The  Vice-Chancellor,  however, 
is  to  have  the  privilege,  in  special  cases,  to  reduce  or  remit  the  tuition. 

The  office  of  the  Commissioner  of  Endowment  was  abolished,  the 
same  to  take  effect  after  November  1st  next. 

The  Professor  of  English  was  allowed  an  assistant  at  $300.00  per 
annum. 


Charlotte,  N.  C,  Oct.  29,  1912. 
The  Board  resolved  : 

"  That  during  the  season  when  the  Organizing  Secretary  is  not  en- 
engaged  in  soliciting  new  students  and  organizing  alumni  associations, 
he  be  authorized  to  solicit  for  the  endowment  of  the  University  — 
especially  in  furtherance  of  the  Nelson  Plan  for  endowment  in  the 
several  dioceses  connected  with  the  University." 

The  appointment  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  of  Mr.  J.N.  Ware  to  the 
Chair  of  Modern  Languages  for  one  year  was  approved  and  also  his 
appointment  of  Mr.  DuVal  G.  Cravens  as  Headmaster  of  the  Sewanee 
Military  Academy  for  one  year. 


Nashville,  Texn.,  Jan.  14,  1913. 

The  Board  accepted  the  proposition  of  certain  physicians  in  the 
city  of  Nashville  to  establish  there  a  Medical  Department  subject  to 
a  certain  contract  on  file. 


REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  REGENTS  35 

Messrs.  B.  L.  Coulson,  W.  L.  Bevan  and  D.  G.  Cravens  were 
elected  members  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board.  Resolutions  were 
adopted  to  the  effect  that  the  matter  of  continuing  the  University  Ex- 
tension Summer  Course  outlined  in  the  Rev.  Mr.  Guthrie's  letter  to 
the  Board,  and  the  matter  of  the  inauguration  of  University  Summer 
Terms  as  suggested  in  the  letter  of  the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina  be 
referred  to  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  and  that  the  Hebdomadal  Board 
be  authorized  to  arrange,  if  possible,  for  either  or  both  of  such  courses 
in  such  manner  as  shall  not  involve  the  University  in  any  additional 
expense. 

That  the  Chancellor  prepare  and  transmit  to  every  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  and  to  the  officers  of  the  Alumni  Associations  a 
confidental  letter  setting  forth  the  needs,  and  their  immediate  action 
in  behalf  of  the  University. 

That  the  Vice-Chancellor  prepare  and  transmit  to  the  Bishop  of 
each  Diocese  an  urgent  request  that  with  the  aid  of  such  counsel  as  he 
may  select  he  take  action  and  prompt  steps  to  secure  the  adoption  of 
the  Nelson  Plan,  and  the  payment  of  the  annuity,  and  that  in  each  dio- 
cese a  special  agent  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  to  collect  and  for- 
ward this  annuity,  and  also  the  assessment  for  the  University  of  the 
South. 


Atlanta,  Ga.,  March  4,  1913. 

The  Bishop  of  Georgia  was  appointed  a  committee  to  request  cer- 
tain Bishops  to  give  two  weeks  before  March,  1914,  for  the  extension 
of  interest  in  Sewanee  by  sermons,  lectures,  etc. 

At  the  request  of  the  Dean  of  the  Theological  Department  the 
Rev.  Professor  Gummey  was  transferred,  with  his  own  consent,  from 
the  Chair  of  Ecclesiastical  History  and  Polity  to  the  Chair  of  Dog- 
matic Theology  and  Ecclesiastical  Polity. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Theological  Faculty  the  Rev.  Ralph 
B.  Pomeroy  was  elected  Chaplain  and  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical 
History. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  was  granted  discretion  to  supply  additional  in- 
structors in  the  teaching  force  if  necessary. 


Sewanee,  Tenn.,  June  13,  1913,  5:30  p.m. 

The  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bishop  as  Professor  of  Dogmatic 
Theology  was  presented  and  accepted. 
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The  Vice-Chancellor  reported  that  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pomeroy  had  de- 
clined his  election  as  Chaplain  and  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  History. 


Sewanee,  Tenn.,  June  14,  1913,  8:30  p.m. 

After  a  long  conference  with  Dr.  Fort,  Dean  of  the  Medical  De- 
partment, and  Dr.  E.  M.  Sanders,  Messrs.  Harrison  and  Gale  were  ap- 
pointed a  committee  to  conduct  further  conference  with  these  gentle- 
men and  report  to  the  Board. 

The  Committee  on  Reorganization  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  ap- 
pointed January  14,  reported  the  following  resolutions,  which  were 
adopted : 

Resolved  (1),  That  any  action  looking  to  the  amendment  of  the 
charter  of  the  University  is  undesirable  and  inexpedient. 

Resolved  (2),  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Committee  the  present 
constitution  of  the  Board  of  Regents,  with  the  large  powers  invested 
in  it,  sufficiently  provides  for  an  executive  board  of  active  efficiency. 

Resolved  (3),  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Committee  no  change  in 
the  manner  of  electing  representatives  of  the  various  dioceses  is  at 
this  time  either  expedient  or  desirable.

We,  the  undersigned  members  of  the  Endowment  Committee,  beg 
leave  to  submit  the  following  report  from  May  31st,  1912,  to  May  31st, 

<9'3- 

Total  of  Endowment  Funds  May  31st,  1912,  $350,545.18,  May  31st, 
1913,  $373,95360,  which  is  an  increase  of  $23,408.42. 

An  itemized  list  of  Scholarship  and  Endowment  Funds  with  a  list  of 
the  securities  in  which  the  same  are  invested,  together  with  a  list  of 
these  securities  as  comprised  in  the  different  funds  is  hereto  attached. 

The  loan  of  $975.00  to  Mrs.  Sarah  V.  Tutt,  Augusta,  Ga.,  mentioned 
in  our  report  of  May  31st,  1912,  together  with  interest  due  on  the  same 
was  duly  collected  through  the  aid  of  Mr.  W.  K.  Miller,  of  Augusta. 

On  November  20th,  191 2,  a  loan  of  $2,300.00  at  seven  per  cent  was 
made  to  Emily  T.  Oates,  Augusta,  Ga.,  through  Mr.  W.  K.  Miller. 
This  being  the  only  mortgage  held  on  property  outside  of  Nashville. 

Mr.  Sandford  Duncan,  of  Nashville,  Tennessee,  reports  in  regard  to 
certain  loans  as  follows  : 

"The  Cooper  loan  of  $2,000.00  which  fell  due  on  September  7th 
last  (1912)  was  simply  continued  by  consent,  without  new  notes  being 
executed.  We  are  amply  secured  in  this  loan,  but  Mr.  Cooper  wants 
to  sell  the  property  and  I  had  hoped,  ere  this,  to  have  sold  it  and  paid 
off  the  loan. 

"  I  have  the  management  of  this  property  exclusively,  am  collecting 
the  rents,  $30.00  per  month,  and  the  $60.00  interest  should  have  been 
remitted  to  you  promptly  on  March  1  rth.  I  am  still  hoping  to  sell  this 
property  before  another  interest  pay  day. 

"  The  only  other  deferred  loan  that  I  now  recall  to  mind,  is  the 
Dickens  loan,  which  is  now  in  Chancery  Court,  on  account  of  Mr. 
Dickens'  mental  condition.  I  will  try  to  ascertain  the  exact  status  of 
this  case,  and  report  to  you  further.  By  consent  of  all  parties  I  have, 
since  last  October,  collected  the  rents  amounting  to  $22.50  monthly." 

Since  our  last  report,  the  University  has  received  from  the  estate  of 
the  late  Overton  Lea,  Esq.,  of  Nashville,  Tennessee,  the  principal  of 
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the  Overton  Lea,  Jr.,  Scholarship,  $5,000.00,  the  income  from  which 
only,  heretofore,  having  been  paid  to  the  University  by  Mr.  Lea  each 
year.

Commencement,  June  15,  19 1 3 

"  Worship  God." — Revelation,  xxii.  9. 

"  Where  there  is  no  vision  the  people  perish." — Proverbs,  xxix.  18. 

"Work  —  While  it  is  day,"  etc. —  St.  John,  ix.  4. 

Let  us  start  out  this  morning  upon  the  thesis  that  all  life 
fully  lived  is  religious.  From  this  beginning  it  is  not  a  far 
journey  to  the  conclusion  that  all  true  religion  finds  its 
source  in  a  vision  of  God,  which  vision,  fully  met,  leads  on 
to  an  endless  Godward  sweep  of  the  soul  finding  its  issue,  its 
only  satisfaction,  in  worship  of  and  work  for  God  and  for 
His  creatures.  We  thus  reach  the  final  step  of  our  thesis 
which  is  this :  That  we  have  gathered  up  in  the  three  fa- 
milar  phrases  chosen  from  the  Sacred  Book  the  whole 
scheme  of  perfect  human  living  ;  that  in  the  proper  balance 
and  inter-working  of  this  trinity  of  forces  —  Worship, 
Vision,  Work  —  we  find  God's  mighty  dynamic  for  the  full 
living  out  of  man's  life  in  its  higher  aspects. 

When,  amidst  the  befogging,  sensuous  and  temporal  in- 
terests that  carry  man  away  from  his  true  self,  he  stops  and 
thinks  seriously,  his  first  impulse  is  always,  like  the  Prodi- 
gal, to  arise  and  go  to  his  Father,  his  God.  This  is  the  be- 
ginning of  his  vision,  and  if  the  vision  grows  clearer  and  the 
deep,  full,  personal  consciousness  of  God's  presence  fills 
his  soul,  he  must  worship  ;  and  his  worship  brings  vaster 
vision  of  God,  wider  horizons  of  work  to  be  done  for  God. 
It  is  when  we  come  into  this  quickening  contact  with  God, 
when  we  grasp  the  God-sent  vision,  and  when  we  come  as 
well  into  real  touch  with  our  fellows  ;  that  we  reach  a  com- 
mon ideal  of  Fatherhood  and  Brotherhood,  an  ideal  which 
is  not  necessarily  logical,  or  scientific,  but  religious,  spirit- 
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ual,  defying  analysis  on  any  other  hypothesis  than  that  it  is 
the  Spirit  of  God  acting  through  the  soul  of  man. 

We  have  been  passing  through  an  age  of  intense  materi- 
alism, of  cold  negation,  of  obsession  with  things  physicial 
and  temporal.  But  a  change  is  noted.  All  over  the  world 
eyes  weary  with  looking  down  to  the  clods,  are  turned 
again  to  the  skies ;  again  are  we  beginning  to  affirm  rather 
than  to  deny  ;  in  increasing  numbers  men  are  coming  to 
acknowledge  that  they  have  souls ;  that  there  is  a  spiritual 
life  to  be  lived,  with  compensations  incomparable  with 
those  of  the  purely  transient  and  material  effort.  More 
and  more  men  are  found  to  acknowledge  that  the  objects 
of  spiritual  vision  are  not  vague  and  misty  and  ill-defined 
but,  as  Sir  William  Blake  puts  it,  "they  are  infinitely  more 
perfect  and  more  minutely  organized  than  anything  seen  by 
mortal  eyes." 

The  new  spirit  in  the  thought  of  the  world  is  the  spirit 
of  belief  and  more  enlightened  effective  effort  as  a  resultant 
of  belief,  of  idealism  and  realism  in  a  happy  inter-depend- 
ence, of  a  chivalry  higher  than  that  of  any  of  the  ages  past, 
because  it  finds  its  rich  fruitage  in  worship  of  God,  in 
truest  service  to  God  and  to  His  children,  our  Brothers. 

My  thought  is  to  point  the  growing  spirit  of  a  new  ideal- 
ism which  finds  expression  through  the  normal,  balanced  ex- 
ercise of  the  God-given  trinity  of  forces — -Worship,  Vision, 
and  Work  —  through  the  wholesome  and  hopeful  merging 
of  a  passing  idealism  and  a  passing  realism. 

From  the  birth  of  human  society  down  to  the  present 
hour  there  has  always  been  the  need  for  the  idealist  as  well 
as  for  the  realist,  for  the  man  of  brain  as  well  as  for  the 
man  of  brawn,  for  the  man  of  the  pen  as  well  as  for  the  man 
of  the  sword,  for  the  poet  as  well  as  for  the  road  builder, 
for  the  inspired  dreamer  and  for  the  inspired  worker. 

Believe  me,  a  great  majority  of  the  men  of  this  world

are  weak,  helpless,  inefficient,  just  in  the  degree  that  they 
refuse  to  measure  up,  through  their  work,  to  those  ideals, 
visions,  spiritual  insights  which  now  and  again  burst  in 
upon  all  souls,  revealing  to  those  souls,  if  not  their  destiny 
in  life,  at  least  the  good,  effective  work  they  may  do  for  the 
world  if  they  are  only  true  to  the  best  powers  God  has 
given  them. 

The  cold,  materialistic  cycle  through  which  we  have  been 
passing  has  taken  an  almost  negligible  interest  in  ideals,  in 
visions,  in  spiritual  enthusiasms.  You  cannot  weigh  or 
measure  them,  they  have  no  market  value,  science  does 
not  recognize  them,  and  so  largely  the  ban  of  disapproval 
has  been  set  upon  them.  Yet,  three  thousand  years  ago 
the  old  prophet  foretold  the  time  when  the  old  men  would 
dream  dreams  and  the  young  men  would  see  visions,  and 
that  time  surely  came  to  pass ;  it  is  with  us  now,  and  the 
time  will  never  pass  away  when  ideals,  inspirations,  visions 
of  the  divine  —  call  them  what  you  will  —  shall  cease  to  wield 
their  potent  influence  on  the  affairs  of  men.  The  world 
will  never  be  able  to  pay  its  indebtedness  to  some  of  its 
greatest  souls  who  have  been  contemptuously  characterized 
as  dreamers  and  visionaries  —  its  truest  prophets,  its  wisest 
philosophers,  its  rarest  poets,  its  greatest  inventors,  its  most 
heroic  reformers. 

As  representing  one  phase  of  the  argument,  we  might 
recall  the  young  Jewish  scholar,  philosopher  and  enthusiast 
who  nineteen  centuries  ago  beheld  a  vision  on  his  way  to 
Damascus,  whither  he  was  going  to  perform  what  he  con- 
ceived to  be  a  great  imperial  mission  (which  was  nothing 
less  than  the  destruction  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ, 
that  Church  just  born  into  the  world),  and  his  response  to 
that  vision  changed,  not  only  his  own  destiny,  but  the 
course  of  the  whole  human  race.  Not  the  greatest  battles 
in  history,  not  the  most  far-reaching  treaties  of  the  nations, 
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not  even  those  great  crises  which  wrung  from  despotic 
kings  the  rights  of  the  people,  such  as  Magna  Charta— 
none  of  these  turning  points  in  history  held  such  mighty 
force  for  changing,  revolutionizing  the  thought  and  ten- 
dencies of  the  world  as  did  the  remarkable  vision  which 
startled  Saul  of  Tarsus  on  his  way  to  Damascus. 

We  might  also  recall  the  fact  that  in  the  middle  of  the 
thirteenth  century,  a  certain  maid  in  the  fields  of  Domremy 
in  France  thought  she  saw  visions  and  heard  voices  bid- 
ding her  free  her  country  from  the  English  invaders.  Her 
simple-hearted  parents  were  much  disturbed  and  the  neigh- 
bors whispered,  yet  she  remained  steadfast  to  her  vision, 
led  her  army  through  many  perils  and  glorious  victories  to 
the  day  when  her  King  was  crowned  at  Rheims ;  and  had 
her  high  courage  and  undoubted  sincerity  of  purpose  met 
the  response  they  deserved  from  the  weak,  nerveless  King 
who  owed  her  much,  Joan  of  Arc  would  have  accomplished 
great  and  lasting  results  for  her  country  and  her  people. 
As  it  was  she  remained  steadfast  to  her  vision  —  that  is  the 
point  —  though  it  cost  a  brave,  beautiful  life. 

No  philosopher,  no  poet  can  work  out  the  highest  and 
best  product  of  which  his  mind  is  capable  without  vision. 
If  he  is  to  reach  the  deeper  meanings  of  human  existence 
and  help  us  solve  the  graver  problems  of  life,  to  find  big 
answers  to  the  big  questions  which  eternally  rise  from  the 
hearts  of  men,  as  to  how,  and  why,  and  whither,  it  must  be 
through  the  high  vision  of  his  soul.  Every  projector  of 
great  business  undertakings  which  have  reached  successful 
issue,  every  genuine  reformer  whose  heart  and  head  have 
both  been  in  the  right  place  and  who  has  not  relied  upon 
mere  enthusiasm  to  work  out  his  purposes,  every  unselfish 
friend  of  humanity  who  has  stood  ready  to  sacrifice  all  for 
the  betterment  of  his  fellow-men  —  all  these  have  seen 
visions   of  the   divine   and    dreamed    dreams   of  heavenly 
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quality,  and  harbored  fruitful  enthusiasms  as  did  St.  Paul, 
Gallileo,  Columbus,  Savonarola,  Dante,  and  Shakespeare. 
Ah,  some  one  may  be  saying,  "You  are  treading  danger- 
ously near  the  realm  of  pure  imagination,  even  supersti- 
tion ;  and  this  is  unscientific  !" 

While  we  may  well  avoid  extremes,  we  must  also  re- 
member that  there  are  spiritual  deeps  closed  to  you  or  to 
me,  yet  open  to  our  neighbor,  while  some  of  us  are  per- 
mitted visions  of  the  divine  which  are  apparently  denied 
our  brothers,  for  the  nonce  at  least.  And  then  we  recall 
that  so  eminent  a  scientist  as  Mr.  Huxley,  forty  years  ago, 
wrote  one  of  his  most  engaging  and  convincing  chapters 
on  the  scientific  values  in  the  use  of  the  imagination. 

The  learned  and  godly  Bishop  of  Connecticut,  in  a  re- 
cently published  book,  argues  forcefully  for  the  recovery  of 
ideals  as  the  great  need  of  American  life  to-day  —  the  ideal- 
izing of  the  common  relations  of  life.  With  Bishop  Brews- 
ter we  would  not  delimit  the  words  "vision,"  "ideals,"  "en- 
thusiasms," or  have  them  connote  the  vague  imaginings  of 
disordered  brains  ;  rather  would  we  have  them  connote  that 
larger  reach  and  outlook  of  the  man  who,  standing  on  firm 
ground  of  solid  fact,  is  able  to  see  through  and  over  and 
beyond  the  circumstances  and  conditions  of  the  present 
into  that  larger  future  which  shall  bring  opportunity  for  the 
consummation  of  his  ideals  and  visions ;  the  man  with  the 
large  and  luminous  view  who  sees  things  as  they  might  be 
and  ought  to  be,  rather  than  as  they  are. 

The  true  idealist  is  not  a  sterile  dreamer  in  a  world  of 
stern  realities,  nor  is  he  a  sulker  seeking  to  escape  from 
conditions  he  is  not  brave  enough  to  face.  Rather  is  he 
one  who  is  bravely,  patiently  and  often  painfully  shaping 
his  life  in  harmony  with  a  high  spiritual  purpose,  mastering 
crude  materials  and  unfriendly  environment  that  he  may 
live  a  language  of  God  for  his  brothers  to  read,  and  create 
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a  vision  in  whose  light  other  men  may  walk  —  an  heroic 
soul,  perhaps  doing  commonplace  things  in  a  large  spirit 
which  gives  them  the  beauty  and  import  of  a  divine  under- 
taking. At  the  beginning  of  every  worthy  career  there 
comes  the  hour  of  vision  and  at  the  out-starting  of  every 
noble  undertaking  there  is  the  pregnant  hour  of  prophecy 
which,  to  high  souls,  is  simply  the  promise  of  what  may 
and  can  be. 

It  seems  to  me  that  this  is  one  of  the  lessons  the  Son  of 
Man  came  to  earth  to  teach.  Many  other  gracious  truths 
are  taught  from  the  Manger-Cradle  at  Bethlehem,  but  back 
of  all  is  this  splendid  thought,  that  there  heaven  came 
down  to  earth,  there  the  Divine  found  expression  in  the 
human.  Jesus  Christ  was  the  supreme  idealist,  as  he  was 
the  supreme  realist.  The  Sermon  on  the  Mount  is  the  last 
word  in  idealism  —  the  greatest  moral  and  ethical  utterance 
of  the  ages  —  and  we  must  never  forget  in  our  own  failures 
to  appropriate  and  to  live  out  the  perfect  life  there  laid 
down,  that  He  who  spake  this  highest  word  ever  spoken  to 
mortal  man,  lived  that  word  in  its  fullness,  but  always  in 
the  spirit  of  that  saying  of  His  —  "I  must  work  the  works 
of  Him  that  sent  me  while  it  is  day,  for  the  night  cometh 
when  no  man  shall  work."  And  all  His  work  was  shot 
through  with  the  spirit  of  consecrated  thoroughness,  in 
which  spirit  this  age  is  so  lacking,  this  age  of  the  headline, 
of  superficial  thinking  and  planning  and  doing.  Only  He 
could  say,  at  the  close  of  His  life  and  work  on  earth,  "It 
is  finished  !" 

While  Christ  frequently  betook  Himself  to  the  hills  and 
mountains  for  new  strength,  for  new  vision  and  new  spirit, 
for  closer  communion  with  the  Father,  He  always  came 
down  quickly  again  from  those  mountain  places  and 
stood  in  the  plain  with  the  people  who  needed  Him  and 
His  touch  of  healing  and  help.      Not  even  those  glorious 
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mountains  of  Transfiguration  and  Prayer  and  Vision  held  a 
deeper  significance,  a  grander  meaning,  than  the  plains 
where  Jesus  came  in  touch  with  the  multitude,  with  the 
world's  needs,  its  miseries  and  joys.  Down  in  the  plains 
with  His  people  (may  we  not  say  it  reverently?)  He  taught 
a  Gospel  as  significant  and  as  helpful  as  that  preached  on 
the  Mount  of  Beatitudes.  He  transfigured  Himself  with  a 
new  glory,  the  glory  of  love  and  pity  and  sympathy  and 
helpful  service.  It  is  here  that  Christ  shows  us  the  perfect 
balance  of  life,  gathering  strength  from  the  high  vision  on 
the  hills,  from  the  hours  spent  there  in  prayer  and  contem- 
plation and  then  bringing  that  strength  down  to  humanity. 

Worship  is  not  in  its  essence  or  purpose  the  casual  di- 
version of  the  aesthete  nor  the  ceaseless  employ  of  the  re- 
ligious devotee,  but  it  is  a  constant  return  of  the  soul  to 
God  in  Whom  alone  the  soul  finds  rest  and  satisfaction. 
Worship  is  the  highest  act  of  which  the  soul  of  man  is  capa- 
ble, and  when  it  brings  us  in  complete  self-effacement  be- 
fore God,  in  contemplation  of  His  transcendent  goodness, 
it  also  brings  us  self-realization  —  not  merely  the  realization 
of  our  own  unworthiness  or  inadequacy,  but  the  vision,  the 
knowledge,  of  the  divinity,  the  wellnigh  illimitable  powers 
within  us  and  destined  by  God,  not  for  fruitless  slumber, 
but  to  go  forth  and  realize  themselves  in  creative  activity 
for  Him  and  for  His  world. 

Worship  alone  is  for  anchorites,  or  for  heavenly  beings 
like  those  of  the  apocalyptic  story,  who  rest  not  day  or 
night  in  their  adorations.  Vision  alone  is  for  the  dreamer 
who  dwells  in  the  clouds  and  whose  imaginings  reach  no 
worthy  issue.  Work  alone  makes  man  a  machine  which 
wears  away  its  strength  and  usefulness  without  gaining  re- 
wards of  lasting  quality. 

Christian  aiediaevalism  furnishes  a  lesson  in  point  with 
its  over-emphasis  on  other-worldliness  and   its  under-em- 
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phasis  on  the  value  of  secular  things.  A  later  era  brought 
a  marked  change  in  the  valuations  of  life.  Money  became 
the  power  in  place  of  the  sword  and  labor  forced  itself  up- 
on the  world's  attention  as  one  of  the  main  factors  of  civili- 
zation and  progress.  The  old  conflict  between  idealism 
and  realism  took  on  a  new  phase  in  the  struggle  between 
mass  and  class,  between  labor  and  capital,  between  coarse 
realism  and  proud  idealism.  And  now  again  from  out  the 
social  unrest  of  our  day  a  mighty  change  —  a  new  trans- 
formation—  is  being  wrought  in  the  human  valuation  of 
things.  While  wealth  has  been  furnishing  ever-new  means 
and  incentives  to  almost  boundless  discoveries  and  achieve- 
ments, while  money  has  become  as  potent  a  factor  in  civili- 
zation as  knowledge,  the  newly  recognized  element  of  labor 
and  the  honest  efforts  to  remedy  society's  cruel  maladjust- 
ments are  slowly  but  steadily  helping  to  rear  our  social 
fabric  upon  a  new  basis  with  a  far  larger  scope  and  a  much 
broader  outlook.  The  materialism  or  realism  of  to-day, 
with  all  its  obvious  shortcomings  and  abuses,  is  surely  lay- 
ing the  foundation  to  the  higher  idealism  of  to-morrow. 
For,  mark  you,  one  of  the  prime  moving  forces  of  this  age 
of  realism  is  the  demand  that,  everywhere,  it  is  dealing 
with  reality  —  that  it  is  not  deceiving  itself  even  with  the 
fondest  of  delusions.  From  this  test  religion  does  not  fal- 
ter; rather  it  invites  the  test,  because  in  no  other  sphere  of 
experience  is  deeper  reality  found  than  where  man  pur- 
sues the  quest  for  God  and  His  righteousness,  and  pursues 
that  quest  whole-heartedly,  eagerly,  ceaselessly. 

In  the  face  of  numberless  discouraging  outbreaks  and 
spiritual  bankruptcies  men  are  surely  rising  in  the  scale  of 
spiritual  living.  Amidst  the  social  struggles  and  upheavals 
of  the  time  we  are  learning  more  and  more  that  there  is  no 
power  or  privilege,  no  birthright  or  blessing,  no  vocation 
or  undertaking   which   does   not   in   very  definite   measure 
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bring  its  duties  and  responsibilites  as  well  as  its  privileges 
and  its  compensations.  To-day  the  man  of  wealth  must 
prove  his  title  to  ownership  through  a  wise  and  beneficient 
stewardship,  and  so  must  the  man  to  whom  is  entrusted 
power  over  men.  The  man  of  high  wisdom  and  know- 
ledge must  descend  from  his  pedestal  and  help  lift  up  the 
less  enlightened  to  his  serener  sphere  of  truth ;  and  so  the 
man  of  scientific  achievement,  unless  he  wishes  to  meet 
the  disapproval  of  his  fellow-men,  must  share  his  attain- 
ment with  a  whole  world. 

In  a  word,  we  have  reached  the  point  of  progress  in  the 
social  sphere  where  the  supreme  test  of  all  claims  to  title 
and  power  and  worth  and  what  we  call  success,  is  not  mere 
heritage  but  service,  the  ministry  to  humanity  and  to  hu- 
manity's God.  This  is  the  new  idealism,  this  the  great  for- 
ward movement  of  mankind  which  is  to  be  furthered 
through  the  true  balance  between  worship  and  vision  and 
action,  between  ideal  and  accomplishment,  between  en- 
thusiasm and  practical  helpfulness.  For  this  balance  men 
are  striving  to-day  as  never  before  in  a  movement  which  is 
steadily  spreading  over  a  world  that  is  more  and  more 
coming  into  the  Christ  spirit,  whether  men  are  ready  to 
acknowledge  it  or  not.  More  and  more,  men  recognize 
the  fact  that  without  the  deepening  of  the  inner  life,  the 
spiritual  life,  human  existence  lacks  unity  and  content. 

A  thrill,  as  of  a  new  birth,  circles  the  world  when  after 
a  master  of  finance  —  perhaps  the  great  master  of  finance 
—  is  laid  to  rest,  we  read  in  his  will  bequeathing  a  colossal 
fortune,  the  single  and  yet  solemn  preachment  that  gives 
pause  to  even  the  worldliest  of  men  :  "I  commit  my  soul 
into  the  hands  of  my  Saviour,  in  full  confidence  that  having 
redeemed  it  and  washed  it  in  His  most  precious  blood,  He 
will  present  it  faultless  before  the  throne  of  my  Heavenly 
Father ;  and  I  entreat  my  children  to  maintain  and  defend,

at  all  hazard,  and  at  any  cost  of  personal  sacrifice,  the 
blessed  doctrine  of  the  complete  atonement  for  sin  through 
the  blood  of  Jesus  Christ,  once  offered,  and  through  that 
alone." 

The  past  has  concerned  itself  with  things,  with  building 
cities  and  nations  and  institutions,  making  over  a  world, 
making  a  better  world  for  men  to  dwell  in.  The  great  task 
for  this  and  succeeding  generations  is  to  work  with  men, 
moulding  the  plastic  human  clay  into  finer,  truer,  more 
spiritual  forms.  There  are  sane  optimists  who  hold  that 
we  have  reached  a  day  in  the  fullness  of  time  for  the  evolv- 
ing of  a  super-race,  a  race  of  super-men.  Not  the  unnat- 
ural sinister  beings  connoted  by  a  Nietzschean  philosophy, 
nor  by  the  vague  imaginings  of  a  hollow  anthropomorphism, 
but  men  well  rounded  and  full  fashioned  ;  men  who  are 
strong  and  manly ;  men  who  have  brains  to  think  out  and 
eyes  to  see  and  hands  to  grip  the  highest  good  and  do  it 
in  a  spirit  of  consecrated  thoroughness ;  men  who  are 
strong  enough  and  brave  enough  to  hold  fast  to  the  spirit- 
ual verities  as  the  eternal  verities ;  men  who  are  socially 
benignant  and  spiritually  potent  rather  than  individually 
dominant ;  men  who  are  idealists  and  realists  in  one,  ready 
for  what  the  new  standards  of  society  increasingly  demand, 
truest  service;  and  yet  men  who  are  fully  persuaded  that 
this  truest  service  is  possible  only  through  that  high  vision 
of  God  which  brings  the  capacity  for  truest  worship  of  and 
most  effective  labor  for  that  God  and  for  His  humanity. 
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I  have  just  come  from  the  Johns  Hopkins  University  at 
Baltimore,  where  I  told  them  of  events  in  Baltimore  in 
which  I  took  part  some  forty  years  ago.  Now  if  I  speak 
to  you  of  events  in  which  I  participated  some  forty  years 
ago  you  must  not  put  me  down  on  this  account  as  alto- 
gether living  in  the  past.  I  first  came  to  Sewanee  in  1869, 
and  took  my  degree  here  in  1875,  and  this  is  my  first 
return  here  since  that  time. 

There  is  probably  no  one  in  this  audience  who  can  ap- 
preciate the  thronging  memories  that  crowd  upon  me  as  I 
stand  here  to-day,  looking  back  across  a  chasm  to  a  life 
which  I  lived  here  and  which  ended  thirty-five  years  ago. 
I  can  see  passing  in  memory  the  kindly  figures  of  men  I 
knew  and  loved  well  —  Bishop  Quintard  and  Col.  Sevier, 
Dr.  Elliott  and  Dr.  DuBose,  Prof.  Dabney  and  Major  Fair- 
banks, and  many  others  who  took  an  active  part  in  the 
strenuous  work  of  that  early  day. 

The  environment  was  such  as  had  never  occurred  before 
and  never  can  happen  again.  Our  great  war  had  just  been 
finished,  and  we  were  thus  enabled  to  get  for  our  faculty 
such  men  as  Gen.  Kirby-Smith,  Gen.  Shoup  and  my 
father.  Men  who  had  just  laid  down  the  greatest  execu- 
tive works  of  their  age.  Gen.  Kirby-Smith  had  com- 
manded an  army;  Gen.  Shoup  had  been  Chief  of  Artillery 
of  an  army;  and  my  father  had  just  laid  aside  that  won- 
derful and  most  successful  piece  of  organization,  the  Ord- 
nance Department  of  the  Confederacy.  We  also  had  on 
the  Mountain  many  of  the  first  ladies  of  the  land,  who  had 
been    impoverished    by   the    war.       The    combination   was 
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ideal  for  the  work  in  hand,  and  the  results  at  the  time 
will  speak  for  themselves. 

I  think  I  notice  a  little  tendency  in  the  Sewanee  of  to- 
day to  plume  itself  and  rather  look  down  upon  the  old 
Sewanee  as  being  rather  old  fogyish.  But  I  maintain  that 
you  cannot  find  anywhere  to-day  a  stronger  or  more  force- 
ful faculty,  more  motherly,  cultivated,  and  refined  ladies, 
prettier  girls,  or  a  more  manly,  chivalric,  honest,  and  high- 
minded  set  of  young  men,  than  were  collected  here  in  the 
seventies. 

However,  the  environment  that  created  my  dear  old 
Sewanee  has  gone,  never  to  return.  The  Sewanee  of  to- 
day has  profited  by  our  experience,  and  is  opening  out 
into  broader  fields.  It  seems  to  me  that  there  is  great 
need  in  our  country  for  a  university  such  as  Sewanee, 
where  a  broad,  classical  education  can  be  obtained.  I 
hear  on  every  hand  of  the  brave  way  in  which  the  new 
Sewanee  is  girding  herself  for  the  fray. 

You  can  well  understand  that  death  has  thinned  the 
ranks  of  those  who  were  my  companions  here  forty  years 
since.  The  dead  are  just  as  dear  to  me  in  memory  as  the 
living.  Many  of  the  boys  of  those  days  have  risen  to 
prominence  in  our  country's  affairs. 

And  here  I  think  is  a  fitting  place  to  speak  of  Major 
Butt,  and  of  his  recent  tragic  and  heroic  death.  While  I 
did  not  know  him  intimately,  I  have  met  him  many  times 
in  army  life.  He  was  a  good  officer,  admired  and  re- 
spected by  all  who  came  in  contact  with  him.  And  if  he 
had  been  killed  in  battle  he  could  not  have  met  a  more 
soldierly  death. 

And  now  I  would  like  to  tell  you  something  of  our  sani- 
tary work  on  the  Isthmus  of  Panama.  In  the  ordinary 
acceptation  of  the  words,  we  are  not  building  a  canal  at 
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Panama.  We  are  building  two  lakes,  one  on  the  northern 
side  of  the  mountain  chain  which  is  a  backbone  of  the 
Isthmus,  and  the  other  on  the  south  side.  The  engineers, 
in  selecting  the  location  for  the  canal  sought  the  lowest 
point  in  the  mountain  chain  extending  from  Patagonia  to 
Alaska.  This  was  found  to  be  at  Culebra  on  the  Isthmus 
of  Panama.  The  Isthmus  of  Panama  here  runs  east  and 
west,  with  a  mountain  chain  running  in  the  same  direction. 
Then  they  took  the  river  rising  nearest  Culebra  on  the  north, 
the  Chagres,  and  dammed  it.  This  makes  the  large  northern 
lake,  Gatun.  They  then  found  the  river  which  rose  nearest 
Culebra  on  the  South,  the  Rio  Grande,  and  dammed  this, 
making  the  southern  lake,  Miraflores.  They  then  con- 
nected the  two  lakes  by  means  of  a  canal  some  nine  miles 
long,  cutting  the  mountain  ridge  at  Culebra.  They  then 
connected  the  northern  lake  with  the  Carribean  Sea  by  a 
sea-level  canal  some  eight  miles  long,  and  the  southern 
lake  with  the  Pacific  Ocean  by  means  of  a  similar  canal. 

We  now  have,  commencing  on  the  north  at  the  Carribean 
Sea,  a  sea-level  canal  eight  miles  long,  connecting  the 
Caribbean  Sea  with  the  northern  lake,  Lake  Gatun.  Then 
south  twenty-three  miles  through  this  lake ;  then  another 
canal,  nine  miles,  through  the  mountain  ridge,  connecting 
the  northern  lake  with  the  southern  lake.  Then  about  two 
miles  through  this  southern  lake,  Lake  Miraflores.  Then 
another  eight  miles  of  sea-level  canal,  connecting  the 
southern  lake  with  the  Pacific  Ocean.  The  level  of  the 
lakes  is  eighty- five  feet  above  the  level  of  the  canals  con- 
necting the  lakes  with  the  ocean.  Locks,  therefore,  have 
to  be  placed  in  the  dams  so  as  to  raise  and  lower  the  ships 
between  these  levels.  This  work  is  now  drawing  to  its 
close.  The  chief  engineer  states  that  he  will  be  passing 
ships  through  from  ocean  to  ocean  by  July  of  next  year 
(191 3),  that  is,  a  year  from  the  present  time. 
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The  sanitary  phase  of  this  work  has  always  been  con- 
sidered very  important.  From  the  first  discovery  of 
America,  this  point  had  been  the  place  of  crossing  between 
the  two  oceans  in  the  western  hemisphere,  and,  therefore, 
there  has  always  been  at  Panama  a  large  number  of  un- 
acclimatized  Europeans  These  unacclimatized  Europeans 
were  food  for  tropical  infectious  diseases,  particularly 
yellow  fever.  On  the  average,  for  the  past  four  hundred 
years,  there  have  been  more  unacclimatized  Europeans 
present  in  Panama  than  in  any  other  tropical  city  in  the 
world  liable  to  yellow  fever.  Therefore,  Panama  has 
acquired  the  reputation  of  being  the  most  unhealthy  spot 
known.  When  the  United  States  commenced  the  building 
of  the  canal  in  1904,  the  fact  of  the  very  insalubrious  con- 
dition at  Panama  had  just  been  sharply  accentuated  by  the 
recent  experience  of  our  immediate  predecessors,  the 
French.  The  French  Company  which  had  commenced  the 
Panama  Canal  had  kept  a  large  force  on  the  Isthmus  for 
eight  years.  Their  losses  from  tropical  diseases,  particu- 
larly yellow  fever,  had  been  such  as  to  startle  all  the  world. 
Between  the  time  of  the  failure  of  the  French  Company,  in 
1889,  and  the  undertaking  of  the  work  by  the  Americans, 
two  great  discoveries  had  been  made  in  the  field  of  tropical 
medicine  which  have  practically  revolutionized  sanitation 
in  the  tropics.  I  refer  to  the  discovery  by  Ronald  Ross 
and  others  of  the  fact  that  malaria  was  conveyed  from  man 
to  man  by  the  bite  of  the  female  of  a  particular  species  of 
mosquito.  Ronald  Ross  was  an  English  army  surgeon, 
and  announced  his  discovery  in  1 898.  The  other  was  the 
discovery  by  Walter  Reed  and  his  confreres  of  the  fact 
that  yellow  fever  was  conveyed  from  man  to  man  by  the 
bite  of  the  female  of  another  species  of  mosquito.  Walter 
Reed  was  a  surgeon  in  the  United  States  Army,  and 
announced  the  discovery  made  by  his  board  of  scientists  in 
the  year  1901.  The  discovery  that  yellow  fever  was  con- 
veyed by  a  mosquito  was  an  even  more  important  dis- 
covery to  tropical  America  than  the  discovery  of   the  fact 
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that  malaria  was  conveyed  in  this  way.  At  the  time  that 
Reed  announced  the  discovery  of  the  board  of  which  he 
was  chairman,  the  United  States  had  control  of  the  san- 
itation of  Havana.  Practical  methods  were  here  worked 
out  whereby  Reed's  and  Ross's  discoveries  could  be  made 
of  practical  utility.  Unexpected  success  was  accomplished 
both  as  to  yellow  fever  and  malaria.  Within  a  year  yellow 
fever  had  disappeared  from  Havana.  For  a  hundred  and 
fifty  years  before  this  time  this  city  had  never  been  free 
from  yellow  fever.  Malaria  disappeared  more  slowly.  But 
now,  after  ten  years  of  mosquito  work,  the  deaths  from  ma- 
laria in  the  city  of  Havana  have  dropped  from  an  average 
of  three  hundred  and  fifty  per  year  to  an  average  of  about 
ten.  The  success  in  Havana  having  been  so  marked,  the 
United  States  determined  to  apply  the  same  principles  at 
Panama.  Work  was  commenced  in  May,  1904.  In  May, 
1906,  the  last  case  of  yellow  fever  occurred  on  the  Isthmus. 

The  French,  with  an  average  of  10,000  employes,  lost 
from  death  during  their  construction  period  22,000.  We, 
with  an  average  force  of  33,000  men  during  about  the  same 
length  of  time,  have  lost  from  death  4,000. 

The  French,  with  an  average  of  1,600  white  employes, 
lost  during  their  construction  period  from  yellow  fever 
2,000  men.  We,  with  an  average  of  5,000  white  employes 
during  about  the  same  length  of  time,  have  lost  from 
yellow  fever  only  17.  Our  maximum  of  sickness  from 
malaria  was  in  1906,  when  we  had  in  hospital  from  that 
disease  821  men  out  of  every  1,000  of  our  employes. 
This  number  has  been  steadily  reduced  till  the  year  191 1, 
when  we  had  only  184  out  of  every  1,000  sick  in  hospital 
from  malaria. 

The  general  health  conditions  of  the  whole  community 
are  about  those  of  a  healthy  community  in  the  United 
States.  The  death  rate  of  the  Zone,  including  the  cities 
of  Panama  and  Colon,  for  the  year  191 1  was  21  per 
thousand. 

But  what  I  wish  to  emphasize  particularly  is  the  health 
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condition  of  the  American  employes  of  the  Commission. 
During  the  year  191 1  we  had  10,489  American  whites 
connected  with  the  Commission.  Their  death  rate  from 
disease  was  4.48  per  1,000.  Of  these  10,489  Americans, 
6,025  were  men,  and  4,464  women  and  children.  The 
death  rate  from  disease  among  the  men  was  2.82  per 
1,000;  that  among  the  women  and  children  from  the 
same  cause  6.72  per   1,000. 

I  think  a  still  better  way  of  satisfying  one's  self  with  re- 
gard to  health  conditions  is  direct  observation  of  the  Ameri- 
can employes.  They  as  a  class  are  rugged  and  healthy- 
looking  ;  of  good  color,  and  energetic  and  active  in 
movement.  They  look  more  like  the  farmer  and  his  family 
of  the  Northwest  than  like  people  who  had  lived  in  the 
tropics  for  four  or  five  years. 

The  problem  of  the  health  conditions  on  the  Isthmus 
after  the  canal  shall  have  been  finished  is  a  matter  to  which 
I  think  too  little  attention  has  been  paid.  While  it  will 
probably  be  the  policy  of  the  Government  to  discourage  any 
general  settling  up  of  the  Zone,  we  will  necessarily  have 
a  large  population  on  this  Zone,  made  up  of  the  inhabitants 
of  Panama,  Colon,  and  the  military  and  the  operating  force. 
These  will  have  to  be  protected  against  tropical  infection 
for  their  own  sakes,  and  also  for  the  protection  of  the 
shipping  passing  through. 

Sir  Patrick  Manson,  one  of  the  most  distinguished  of 
tropical  sanitarians,  has  written  and  spoken  several  times 
on  this  subject,  pointing  out  the  difficulties  we  were  going 
to  meet  with,  and  the  great  calamity  it  would  be  if  Asia 
should  get  yellow  fever  from  the  Panama  Canal. 

But  leaving  out  of  consideration  Asia,  we  should  be 
jealous  of  sanitation  on  the  Isthmus  for  our  own  sakes. 
If  we  drop  this  when  construction  shall  have  been  fin- 
ished, in  a  few  years  the  conditions  will  revert  to  what  they 
were  before  we  came,  and  the  Isthmus  will  be  again  un- 
inhabitable.

APPENDIX  I. 
REPORT  OF  THE   VICE-CHANCELLOR 
To  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South: 

Gentlemen'  : —  I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  academic  year 
which  began  September  25,  1913,  and  is  to  end  June  16,  1 91 4,  as  also 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  August  31,  1913,  and  that  portion  of  the 
present  year  to  May  31. 

Deaths 

Rev.  F.  W.  Tremlett,  D.C.L.,  died  on  the  10th  of  June,  1913,  and 
the  notice  of  his  death  reached  us  just  after  the  meeting  of  the  Board. 
Dr.  Tremlett  was  the  one  who  gave  most  of  his  energy  and  time  in 
assisting  Bishop  Quintard  on  his  first  visit  to  England,  in  1867,  in  the 
interest  of  the  University.  The  first  honorary  degree  of  the  Univer- 
sity, as  also  its  first  degree,  D.C.L.,  was  conferred  upon  Dr.  Tremlett 
in  1869,  and  Tremlett  Hall  was  named  in  his  honor.  He  always  ex- 
pressed the  deepest  interest  in  the  University,  and  held  the  title  of 
Commissary  to  the  University  in  England,  to  the  time  of  his  death. 
Dr.  Tremlett  was  most  active  in  his  ministerial  office,  preaching  the 
Sunday  previous  to  his  death,  and  dying  at  the  ripe  old  age  of  94 
years. 

Edgar  Gardner  Murphy,  A.M.,  Honorary  of  Yale,  1904;  D.C.L., 
University  of  the  South,  1911,  died  on  June  23,  1913.  Dr.  Murphy 
was  born  in  Ft.  Smith,  Arkansas,  August  31,  1869,  and  was  a 
student  in  this  University,  leaving  here  in  1889.  After  a  service  of 
twelve  years,  and  while  rector  of  St.  John's,  Montgomery,  Alabama, 
he  withdrew  from  the  ministry  in  1903  to  engage  exclusively  in 
educational  and  civic  work.  He  was  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
Southern  Education  Board  and  Vice-President  of  the  Conference  for 
Education  in  the  South  until  1908,  when  he  was  retired  by  reason  of 
ill  health.  He  was  most  active  during  these  years  in  the  study  of  all 
subjects  connected  with  the  race  problem  and  conditions  in  the  South, 
and  achieved,  as  Chairman  of  the  Child  Labor  Commission  in  Ala- 
bama, great  results  in  the  passage  of  laws  restricting  child  labor.  I 
need   but  to  call  to  your  attention  his  reputation  as  an  author    par- 
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ticularly,  beginning  with  "  Problems  of  the  Present  South"  in  1904. 
Though  not  known  to  many  as  Kelvin  McKready,  he  published  "  A 
Beginners'  Star-Book''  which  gave  him  more  than  a  national  reputation. 
A  sick  man  for  the  last  twenty  years  of  his  life,  and  practically  confined 
to  a  recumbent  position  since  1908,  he  contiued  to  work  and  exert  his 
influence  upon  his  fellow-men.  The  University  conferred  upon  him 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Civil  Laws  in  191  r.  Sewanee  never  had  a  more 
ardent  alumnus  nor  one  whose  vision  for  her  future  was  more  san- 
guine. His  death  was  a  grief  to  his  many  friends  and  especially  to 
this  institution. 

Burr  James  Ramage,  Ph.D.,  died  on  March  23,  1914,  and  at  his  ex- 
pressed wish  was  interred  at  Sewanee  on  the  27th.  Dr.  Ramage  came 
to  the  University  in  1893  as  first  Dean  of  the  Law  Department  and 
Professor  of  Law.  He  served  in  this  capacity  until  1901,  when  he 
resigned  as  Dean,  but  continued  as  Professor  of  Law  and  Associate 
Professor  of  History  until  December,  1903.  For  a  number  of  years 
he  was  associated  with  Dr.  John  Bell  Henneman  in  the  editorship  of 
the  Sewanee  Review.  He  entered  the  Government  service  upon  the 
organization  of  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Labor,  and  his  re- 
ports on  transportation  by  waterways  are  accepted  as  expert  authority 
on  that  subject.  In  December,  1913,  he  was  transferred  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Justice,  and  died  suddenly  at  his  desk  on  the  23rd  of  March 
following.

One  name  is  counted  twice,  so  the  actual  number  in  attendance  is 
142.  You  will  observe  that  of  the  142  taking  courses  in  the  College,  25 
are  holding  scholarships  and  13  have  received  free  tuition.  Last  year 
35  out  of  143  received  free  tuition  and  33  received  scholarship  assist- 
ance.    Five  are  Theological  students  and  pay  no  tuition. 

Fifty-eight  (58)  new  students  matriculated  during  the  session,  of 
whom  54  were  Freshmen,  2  Sophomores  and  2  Irregulars.  As  com- 
pared with  the  5  graduate  students  of  last  year,  no  students  presented 
themselves  this  year  except  two  of  those  who  began  their  graduate 
work  last  year.  The  Dean  reports  that  32  students  have  left  the  Uni- 
versity during  the  session.  This  number  is  discouragingly  high,  but 
his  report  gives  a  tabulated  explanation  of  the  causes  of  leaving.  Of 
this  number  only  6  were  dropped  for  class  failure,  and  2  for  excess  of 
class  absences  and  failure.  The  comparison  of  Sewanee  with  four 
other  Southern  institutions  is  again  given  to  indicate  the  percentage 
loss  of  students  from  year  to  year.  The  loss  of  students  during  the 
session  and  those  not  returning,  especially  from  the  Freshman  and 
Saphomore  classes,  cannot  be  assigned  to  our  rigidity  of  standard, 
but  to  the  cause  assigned  last  year  —  "the  attitude  of  our  Southern 
people  toward  college  education,  the  inadequacy  of  preparatory  school 
training  and  the  absence  of  definite  purpose  on  the  part  of  most 
students  in  going  to  college." 

At  the  coming  Commencement  15  students  anticipate  taking  the 
Bachelor's  degree  and  2  the  Master's. 

I  appointed  last  year  Mr.  Charles  Gottlieb  Lueker,  B.A.,  Instructor 
in  German.     He  will  not  return  next  year. 

Professor  Bevan  requested  to  be  away  from  the  University  until  after 
the  First  Term  this  session,  due  to  certain  business  relations  with  The 
Churchman  in  New  York.  Later  he  found  it  impossible  to  return  at 
all  during  the  year.  We  were  inconvenienced,  but  the  Dean  managed 
to  assign  his  History  classes  to  Professor  S.  L.  Ware,  who  has 
admirably  conducted  these  courses,  together  with  his  own.  Mr. 
Randolph  Leigh,  B.A.,  of  last  year,  has  satisfactorily  carried  the 
course  in  Economics.  The  Dean  explains  the  arrangement  of  the 
philosophy  courses  which  Professor  Selvage  kindly  offered  his  services 
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to  conduct,  and  carried  from  the  late  Fall  to  the  end  of  the  session. 
Professor  Coulson  requested  a  leave  of  absence  from  early  in  April  to 
the  end  of  the  session,  which  I  granted,  and  appointed  Mr.  Fayette 
Ewing,  C.E.,  to  fill  out  the  term.  Professor  Coulson  was  offered  and 
accepted  a  position  in  the  railroad  valuation  work  <f  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission.  Professors  lievan  an<i  Coul  on  requested  a 
year's  leave  of  absence  during  1914-15,  which  t':.e  Ii<  ard  (  f  Regents 
granted.  The  Board  elected  the  following  for  <  ne  y.  ar  during  the 
session  of  1914-15: 

J.  S.  Stevens,  Ph.D.,  Assistant  Professor  of  Economics  and  History. 

Geo.  M.  Baker,  Ph.D.,  Associate  Professor  of  German. 

T.  S.  Duncan,  Ph.D.,  Assistant  Professor  of  Classics. 

Fayette  Ewing,  C.E.,  Associate  Professor  of  En   Sneering. 

The  Faculty  of  the  College  is,  therefore,  complete  for  another  year. 

There  is  no  provissions  for  the  B.S.  hood  in  the  Ordinances,  and 
I,  therefore,  recommend  inserting  in  Ordinance  XXI,  Section  7,  im- 
mediately after  the  B.A.  hood,  the  following: 

"  B.S.  hood,  black,  lined  with  mauve,  with  purple  cord  cutting  the 
colors." 

The  Dean  recommends  that  the  Board  authorize  the  Faculty  of  the 
College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  to  allow  the  Professor  of  New  Testament 
Greek  in  the  Theological  Department  to  give  a  course,  approved  by 
them,  in  New  Testament  Greek,  to  count  for  credit  in  the  College 
toward  the  B.A.  or  B.S.  degree  on  a  parity  with  other  College 
courses.  Also,  to  strengthen  and  broaden  the  work  in  the  Classical 
Schools,  the  Board  is  requested  to  authorize  the  Professors  of  Latin 
and  Greek  and  the  Assistant  Professor  of  the  Classics  to  offer  such 
courses  in  the  field  of  either  Latin  or  Greek  as  they  may  be  prepared 
to  give,  provided  such  courses  receive  the  approval  of  the  heads  of 
both  departments  and  of  the  Faculty. 

The  Summer  Quarter  last  year  had  an  attendance  of  17  students 
only,  4  of  whom  did  not  continue  in  the  University.  This  number 
was  considerably  below  expectation.  The  character  of  the  work  was 
most  satisfactory,  and  I  deem  it  wise  to  give  the  Quarter  a  thorough 
trial,  through  at  least  a  period  of  three  or  four  years.  The  balance 
left  over  from  the  Extension  Department,  the  amount  raised  by  the 
Bishop  of  South  Carolina  and  the  income  from  students,  carried  the 
expenses  of  the  Quarter  with  a  credit  balance  of  $07.30.  The  Board 
of  Regents  at  the  October  meeting  authorized  the  continuation  of  the 
department.  It  will  this  year  be  an  expense  to  the  University,  as  we 
have  practically  no  balance,  and  the  contributions  through  the  Bishop 
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of  South  Carolina  will  not  be  as  large  as  last  year.  The  Dean  dis- 
cusses in  his  report  the  prospects  of  the  Quarter  from  the  information 
gathered  by  correspondence,  and  the  attendance  anticipated  is  placed 
at  between  30  and  35. 

(The  Dean's  report,  supplemental  report  and  estimated  budget  are 
Exhibit  A.) 

Theological  Department 

The  attendance  in  the  department  has  been  17  ;  of  these  5  are  in  the 
Senior  class,  3  will  receive  the  Bachelor  of  Divinity  degree,  1  the 
Graduate  in  Divinity,  the  last  time  this  degree  will  be  given,  and  1  has 
taken  an  irregular  course.  There  are  3  in  each  of  the  other  regular 
classes,  and  6  have  taken  irregular  courses.  The  Dean  reports  that  the 
class  work  of  the  department  has  been  satisfactory.  I  accepted  the 
resignation  of  the  Rev.  Henry  R.  Gummey,  as  Professor  of  Systematic 
Theology,  to  take  effect  on  the  27th  of  March.  Dr.  Gummey "s  course 
had  been  so  outlined  that  on  recommendation  of  the  Dean  there  was 
no  necessity  of  filling  his  Chair  for  the  Kaster  Term.  Dr.  Gummey 
returns  to  parochial  work  in  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania.  The  Board 
of  Regents  has  elected  Rev.  C.  B.  YVilmer,  D.D.,  Rector  of  St.  Luke's 
Church,  Atlanta,  Ga.,  to  succeed  Dr.  Gummey,  and  we  trust  Dr.  Wil- 
mer  may  accept  the  election. 

Rev.  H.  L.  Jewett  Williams,  B.A..  B.Litt,  who  has  filled  most  ac- 
ceptably the  Chair  of  New  Testament  for  the  year  of  Mr.  Tyson's 
leave  of  absence,  also  returns  to  parochial  work.  The  resignation  of 
Mr.  Tyson  as  Professor  of  New  Testament  is  now  before  the  Board, 
and  this  Chair  is  to  be  filled.  Rev.  Thos.  A.  Tidball,  D.D.,  has  kindly 
conducted  the  class  in  English  and  American  Church  History  for  the 
Seniors  during  the  year,  and  we  trust  he  will  continue  next  year.

The  Academy  manifests  the  best  condition  shown  for  a  number  of 
years.  The  discipline  is  excellent  and  the  scholarship  has  markedly 
'mproved.  The  spirit  of  unrest  of  two  years  ago  has  entirely  disap- 
peared and  the  cadets  no  longer  chafe  under  the  military  regulations. 
They  have  taken  great  interest  in  every  activity  of  school  life,  which  is 
markedly  evidenced  by  the  events  of  their  Commencement  just  past. 
This  filled  the  days  from  May  31st  to  June  3rd  inclusive.  On  the 
latter  day  the  school  closed  the  session  and  the  cadets  returned  home 
satisfied  with  their  year's  work.  There  were  30  in  the  graduating  class 
and  a  number  of  these  will  advance  to  the  University.  Rev.  H.  J. 
Mikell,  D.D.,  of  Christ  Church,  Nashville,  preached  the  Commence- 
ment Sermon  on  May  31st, and  Rev.Z.  Barney  Phillips,  of  St.  Peter's 
Church,  St.  Louis,  delivered  the  Commencement  Address  on  June  the 
3rd.  1  would  call  attention  to  the  continued  efficient  services  of  Major 
Benton  and  Major  Dalton  in  the  Military  Department,  and  the  excel- 
lent showing  made  by  the  Cadet  Corps  at  the  time  of  the  inspection  by 
Captain  Robinson,  of  the  United  States  Army,  on  April  2 1  st.  I  can  see 
no  reason  why  the  grading  of  the  school  should  not  be  even  better  than 
last  year.  The  Band  under  Capt.  McClung  has  steadily  improved,  and 
assisted  markedly  in  making  the  Commencement  Exercises  attractive. 
We  consented,  with  the  approval  of  the  parents,  for  a  company  of 
more  than  50  cadets  to  attend  the  Confederate  Reunion  in  Jacksonville, 
Florida.  They  were  placed  at  the  head  of  the  parade,  and  the  school 
has  been  commended  most  highly  on  their  military  appearance  and 
conduct  during  the  Reunion.  At  this  time  a  few  cadets,  under  Major 
Dalton  made  a  visit  to  Havana,  which  was  greatly  enjoyed. 
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Captains  McCoy  and  Hesse  will  not  return  next  session.  Captain 
McCoy  will  enter  the  insurance  business,  and  his  place  will  not  be  filled. 
The  vacancy  in  Modern  Languages  will  be  filled  by  a  man  of  military 
experience. 

One  of  the  class  rooms  burned  during  the  session  and  there  is  the 
necessity  of  providing  for  further  facilities  in  this  direction.  Quintard 
Hall  is  much  in  need  of  repairs.  For  sanitary  reasons  the  kitchen 
floor  must  be  relaid  before  another  session.  The  Head-Master  sug- 
gests that  by  changing  the  partitions  in  the  building  it  would  be  possi- 
ble to  house  a  larger  number  of  students.  In  his  report  he  carefully 
takes  up  this  problem,  and  I  would  request  your  careful  consideration 
of  the  same,  and  such  action  as  will  provide  adequate  accommodation. 
I  would  also  request  your  careful  consideration  of  the  change  of  title 
Head-Master  to  Superintendent.  This  would  bring  the  Academy  in 
line  with  other  Military  Schools.

Chaplain 

It  is  with  deep  pleasure  that  I  call  to  your  attention  the  love  and 
esteem  in  which  the  Chaplain  is  held  by  the  student-body  and  the 
whole  University  community.

Department  of  Physical  Education 

I  appointed  last  year  Mr.  Lawrence  William  Faucett,  B.A.,  Director 
of  Physical  Culture,  in  place  of  Mr.  Henry  C.  Smith,  who  did  not 
return.  With  the  facilities  at  present  in  the  gymnasium  Mr.  Faucett 
did  excellent  work,  and  gave  a  very  creditable  Gymnasium  Exhibit  in 
December.  The  building  needs  heating  to  render  effective  the  work 
during  the  winter  months.  Cross-country  runs  were  enjoyed  by  a 
considerable  number.  Quite  an  interest  was  evidenced  at  the  track 
meet  in  May  in  outdoor  athletics.  This  needs  to  be  encouraged  fur- 
ther. The  Athletic  Board  of  Control  is  considering  engaging  the  ser- 
vices of  a  trainer  for  the  whole  year.  This  would  be  of  marked  value, 
for  the  successful  contestant  of  to-day  is  the  man  who  is  fit  by  long  and 
careful  training  through  months,  the  man  who  learns  to  keep  himself 
in  training  all  the  time,  and  not  the  man  who  simply  is  under  the  few 
weeks  of  rigid  discipline  during  the  football  season  and  breaks  training 
the  moment  the  final  game  is  played.  This  would  mean  endurance 
and  stamina  and  all-round  physical  well-being. 

(The  Report  of  the  Director  is  Exhibit  E.) 
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Health  Department 

The  health  of  the  students  has  been  excellent,  with  no  case  of  seri- 
ous illness.  One  accident  in  football  resulted  in  a  fractured  leg  on  the 
occasion  of  the  Texas  trip,  and  the  same  occurred  in  baseball  in  Nash- 
ville at  one  of  the  Vanderbilt  games.  We  have  now  a  fractured  leg  as 
the  result  of  a  student  falling  from  the  edge  of  the  bluff.  The  fracture 
was  the  only  serious  injury  and  we  trust  for  the  best  results.  Fortu- 
nately the  other  injuries  were  trivial.  The  Health  Officer  calls  special 
attention  to  the  increasing  need  for  sanitary  sewage  disposal,  and 
needed  repairs  of  Quintard  Dormitory.

I  borrowed  $7,500.00  from  the  Nashville  Trust  Company  to  meet 
current  expenses. 

I  instructed  the  Treasurer  to  charge  off  the  Betterments  and  the 
Suspense  accounts.  The  former  is  an  old  account  of  many  years, 
standing,  and  the  latter  includes  uncollected  students'  accounts,  many 
of  long  standing,  and  are  uncalled-for  credit  balances.  These  are 
mostly  non-collectable  assets,  and  considering  them  as  assets  is  mis- 
leading. Our  collections  from  students  in  the  University  has  been 
slow,  but  from  the  Academy  good.

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The  leases  are  not  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  but  they  are  much 
improved  during  the  past  five  years.  You  notice  the  total  charge 
$8,727.18  September  i,  191 1,  is  reduced  to  $6,722.43  June  1,1914.  The 
number  of  leases  has  been  considerably  increased,  showing  336  leases 
has  been  issued  by  the  University,  of  which  241  are  now  in  force. 
Fifty-four  have  been  added  during  the  past  seven  years,  and  some 
old  ones  have  been  cancelled.  The  collections  this  year  will  equal  or 
exceed  last  year. 

The  apportionment  to  the  various  Dioceses  for  the  Theological  De- 
partment amounts  to  $4,700.00,  of  which  $2,574.87  has  been  paid  as 
against  $3,509.15  last  year.

The  increase  in  obligation  is  not  entirely  an  outlay,  as  a  number  of 
items  must  be  credited  as  permanent  improvement  or  assets.  I  men- 
tion a  few  cases. 

The  insurance  on  June  1st,  if  cancelled,  would  be  an  asset  of  $8,019.- 
90.  During  the  five  years  this  will  be  an  operating  expense,  but  we 
can  only  charge  as  an  operating  expense  the  proportionate  part,  and 
the  balance  is  an  asset. 

The  Laboratory  furniture  has  cost  us  56,318.85,  which  is  a  perma- 
nent asset,  as  also  the  amount  of  the  cost  of  the  Science  Building  over 
and  above  the  $60,000.00 — $1,1 11.13. 

All  notes  receivable  prior  to  this  year  should  be  so  considered,  those 
of  this  year  should  belong  to  operating  expense.  Forensic  Hall 
$573.18;  Capt.  McNeal  account,  $3,511.17  ;  and  certain  scholarship 
interest  accounts,  $1,278.62  ;  should  also  be  so  included  as  assets.  I 
mention  these  to  show  that,  whereas  our  obligations  have  increased 
$49,820.04  over  September  1,  1910,  we  have  at  the  present  time  certain 
valuable  assets  to  go  up  against  this. 

The  Board  of  Regents  at  its  final  meeting  in  June,  191 3,  decided  to 
rescind  its  action  to  establish  a  Medical  Department  in  Nashville,  and 
appointed  Bishop  Gailor,  Mr.  Gale  and  myself  a  committee  to  settle 
such  equities  as  might  be  considered  moral  claims  against  the  Uni- 
versity. I  have  paid  bills  amounting  to  $1,711,  which  were  just  items 
incurred  in  advertising  and  preparing  to  install  the  department.  We 
have  used  our  utmost  diligence  to  effect  an  adjustment  with  the  physi- 
cians of  Nashville  as  to  the  leases  on  the  buildings,  as  held  by  them- 
selves. We  have  never  acknowledged  a  legal  obligation  for  them  and 
I  do  not  believe  we  are  liable,  but  we  did  attempt  a  number  of  times, 
in  different  ways,  to  reach  some  ground  for  adjustment.  We  were 
not  able  to  do  so,  and  I  understand  a  bill  at  present  is  being  drawn 
up  against  the  University. 

The  Science  building  has  cost  $61,111.13,  the  Laboratory  furniture 
$6,318.85,  and  Scientific  equipment  $4,357.82.  Mr.  Carnegie  gave  us 
$60,000.00,  and  we  have  contributed  $6,ooS.i4  for  equipment.  The 
building  itself  is  about  finished,   the    Laboratories   for    Physics   and

Chemistry  are  open  for  inspection  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board.  Work 
is  still  going  on  in  the  Laboratory  for  Biology,  and  considerable  furni- 
ture will  be  needed  for  the  Engineering  Department.  The  Laboratories 
for  Chemistry  and  Physics  have  been  used  during  the  last  term,  and 
will  be  fully  ready  for  next  year.  There  is,  of  course,  need  for  further 
equipment,  but  the  laboratories  as  they  stand  now  offer  excellent 
opportunities  for  work. 

I  offered  Mr.  Gerhart,  in  settlement  of  his  claim  for  injury  to  his 
son  at  Hoffman  last  year,  to  repay  the  expenses  he  incurred  in  treat- 
ment. The  amount  of  $878.80  was  credited  on  our  books  against  the 
accounts  of  his  sons,  and  whereas  this  was  an  item  of  expense  to  the 
University  it  involved  no  money  outlay. 

Last  November  I  reinsured  the  University  buildings  for  a  period 
of  five  years  for  $320,000.00,  at  a  cost  of  $9,024.55,  paying  in  cash 
$3,024.55,  and  two  notes  of  $3,000.00  for  one  and  two  years  respect- 
ively. 

I  sold  certain  timber  on  the  north  side  of  Hawkin's  Cove  for  $750.00, 
with  privilege  of  cutting  and  removal  in  three  years.  The  forest  has 
yielded  an  income  of  $1,456.04  during  the  year. 

The  Hodgson-Emerald  Hospital  showed  for  the  year  an  income  of 
$6,220.19,  with  expenditures  of  $5,326.96,  which  with  the  deficit  of  the 
year  i9ii-i2of  $472.11  left  a  balance  of  $421.12.  On  June  1st  the 
Treasurer  shows  expenses  amounting  to  $5,554.64  and  credits  amount- 
ing to  $6,257.36,  with  a  balance  in  favor  of  the  Hospital  of  $702.72.  It 
must  be  borne  in  mind  that  a  number  of  bills  are  still  unpaid.  You 
understand  that  the  Hospital  is  largely  run  by  contributions  from  the 
outside.  The  University  contributes  to  this  the  interest  from  $16,- 
000.00,  invested,  amounting  to  $960.00.  The  endowment  of  the  Hospital 
at  present  consists  of  the  following  items  : 

University  Endowment $16,000.00 

Diocese  of  Tennessee 17,500.00 

Louisville  Trust  Co 1,000.00 

Total $34,500.00 

The  Hospital  is  doing  an  excellent  mission  work  for  the  mountain 
people,  but  its  maintenance  is  precarious.  To  maintain  it  costs  ap- 
proximately $6,000.00,  which  necessitates  $3,000.00  in  contributions  a 
year.  Up  to  this  time  Rev.  Mr.  Claiborne  has  been  able  to  provide 
this  amount,  but  in  case  of  failure  on  his  part  to  do  this,  or  accident, 
the  University  would  be  held  liable  for  bills  incurrred.  The  Univer- 
sity should  be  in  some  way  safeguarded.     I   have  given  considerable 
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personal  attention  to  this  matter  and  have  protected  the  University, 
but  under  apprehension  from  time  to  time.  The  Hospital  is  a  great 
asset  to  the  University  as  a  protection  to  its  students,  but  it  would  be 
impossible  for  the  University  to  maintain  it  alone.  For  this  reason  we 
have  emphasized  the  mission  side  of  the  Hospital  as  a  plea  for  outside 
aid.  Doctors  Kirby-Smith  and  Lear  have  given  faithful  attention  to 
the  medical  and  physical  welfare  of  the  insitution  and  they  are  to  be 
most  highly  commended.

The  Organizing  Secretary  has  been  active  in  his  work  during  the 
year.  He  has  an  office  at  Sewanee,  and  has  a  working  list  of  Alumni, 
and  from  this  central  office  the  University  will  be  able  to  get  in  closer 
touch  with  the  Alumni  than  ever  before.  The  various  branches  of  the 
Alumni  Association  are  being  better  organized  and  evidence  an  in- 
creasing interest  in  the  University.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  Organizing 
Secretary  and  many  of  the  Alumni  to  have  an  Alumni  Council  to  meet 
here  annually,  to  be  representative  officially  of  the  branch  associa- 
tions. This  will  effect  better  organization  and  will  result  in  concerted 
action.  The  increasing  interest  shown  among  the  Alumni  and  their 
organizing  into  working  associations  will  mean  increased  support  of 
the  institution,  and  a  marked  increase  in  the  student-body. 

Bishop  Knight  has  sent  the  members  of  the  Board  a  proposed 
change  of  the  Constitution  to  effect  a  reorganization  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  You  know  my  feeling  as  to  the  necessity  of  a  change  to 
better  meet  conditions.  I  have  carefully  considered  this  proposition 
of  Bishop  Knight,  and  I  would  most  heartily  endorse  the  same  and 
recommend  it  to  your  careful  and  earnest  consideration. 

In  making  this,  my  last  report   to  the  Board,  I  wish  to  express  my 
deep  appreciation  for  the  kind  and  courteous  treatment  always  received 
at  your  hands,  and   the   careful   consideration  always  given  to  such 
recommendations  as  I  have  made  from  time  to  time.

REPORT  OF  THE  PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  BOARD 

OF  REGENTS  SINCE  THE  LAST  MEETING 

OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES 

Murray  Hill  Hotel, 
New  York,  October  15,  1913,  8  p.m. 

Present:  The  Chancellor,  the  Bishops  of  Atlanta  and  Georgia,  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Davis  and  McQueen,  Messrs.  Finney,  Gale,  Harrison, 
Hodgson  and  Polk.  The  Vice-Chancellor  was  also  in  attendance. 
The  minutes  of  June  18th  were  read  and  approved.  The  Bishop  of 
Georgia,  as  a  committee  of  one,  who  had  been  appointed  to  secure  the 
services  of  certain  Bishops,  each  to  give  two  weeks  of  his  time  prior  to 
March,  1914,  to  the  extension  of  interest  in  Sewanee  by  sermons,  lec- 
tures, etc.,  made  a  report  to  the  effect  that  nothing  had  been  accom- 
plished because  of  lack  of  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  Bishops,  and 
the  committee  was  discharged. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  made  a  report  as  follows:  (1)  That  the  deficit 
in  the  finances  of  the  University  is  less  than  half  what  it  was  this  time 
last  year.  (2)  That  the  University,  in  the  matter  of  student  attend- 
ance, had  opened  very  encouragingly.  (3)  That  during  this  year  a 
"Summer  Quarter"  had  been  held,  and  with  success  from  both  an 
educational  and  financial  standpoint. 

A  motion  was  adopted  that  there  be  a  "Summer  Quarter"  during 
the  year  1914,  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Dean  of  the  Department  of 
Arts  and  Sciences  being  appointed  a  committee  to  devise  ways  and 
means  to  meet  the  expenses  thereof,  provided  there  shall  be  no  drain 
upon  the  University  treasury. 

A  proposition  from  Dr.  Hullihen  to  raise  endowment  funds  for  the 
University  was  received  and  referred  to  a  commtttee  consisting  of 
himself,  the  Vice-Chancellor,  and  Bishop  Knight,  the  Vice-Chancellor- 
elect. 

Upon  motion,  the  committee  appointed  June  18th  last, consisting  of 
the  Chancellor,  the  Vice-Chancellor,  and  Mr.  Gale,  to  determine  what 
financial  obligation  the  University  had  incurred  in  preparation  for  the 
opening  of  the  Medical  Department,  was  authorized  to  settle  any  legal 
liability  devolving  upon  the  University  relative  thereto,  when  advised 
by  counsel. 
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The  following  resolutions  were  adopted  : 

(1)  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  instructed  to  have  incorporated  the 
Hodgson-Emerald  Hospital  at  Sewanee,  under  the  name  designated  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees. 

(2)  Whereas,  September  18th,  the  day  heretofore  observed  in  the 
University  as  Foundation  Day,  or  Founder's  Day,  now  falls  in  the 
vacation  period,  and  therefore  fails  of  that  general  observance  to 
which  it  is  entitled,  and 

Whereas,  As  a  matter  of  strict  historic  fact  the  University  Do- 
main was  formally  dedicated  to  the  cause  of  Christian  Education,  and 
the  Foundation  of  the  University  laid  by  the  chief  of  its  Founders  on 
the  10th  day  of  October,  i860  ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Regents  recommend  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  that  action  be  taken  for  the  transfer  of  Foundation  Day  to 
the  10th  day  of  October,  and  that  the  authorities  resident  on  the  moun- 
tain be  asked  to  arrange  for  the  formal  and  appropriate  observance  of 
the  day  annually. 

(3)  That  the  Bishop  of  Atlanta  be  requested  and  authorized,  in  the 
name  of  this  Board,  to  issue  to  the  Diocesan  Authorities  connected 
with  the  University,  a  letter  with  regard  to  the  Nelson  Plan  for  En- 
dowment. 

(4)  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Board,  that  representatives  direct 
from  the  University  should  attend  the  Councils  or  Conventions  of 
our  Dioceses  during  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Chancellor  made  the  following  official  statement,  viz. :  That  on 
September  25th,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Benedict  made  him  a  formal  visit  in 
which  he  stated  that  he  himself  and  his  brother-in-law,  Mr.  Proctor,  of 
Cincinnati,  and  other  friends  of  the  University,  had  raised  a  guarantee 
fund  of  $12,000  a  year  for  five  years,  to  meet  the  annual  deficit  of  the 
University,  and  that  he,  Dr.  Benedict,  had  visited  Bishop  Knight  in 
person  and  had  notified  him  of  this  fact.  He  thereupon  showed  me  a 
telegram  from  Bishop  Knight  accepting  the  Vice-Chancellorship  of 
the  University  conditional  upon  the  action  of  the  House  of  Bishops. 
The  Chancellor,  as  Chairman  of  the  Notification  Committee,  further 
stated  that  all  the  formalties  attending  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Knight, 
as  the  Bishop  of  Cuba  had  been  complied  with. 

Upon  resolution,  the  Chairman  of  this  Board  was  authorized  and 
requested,  if  upon  consultation  with  the  proper  parties  he  should  deem 
it  advisable,  to  express  to  the  guarantors  of  the  annual  deficit,  indi- 
vidually or  collectively,  the  profound  appreciation  of  this  Board. 

The  following  was  adopted  : 

Whereas,  The  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University  of  the  South 
has  heard  with  profound  gratification  that  the  Right  Reverend  Albion 
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W.  Knight,  D.D.,  has  accepted  his  election  as  Vice-Chancellor  of  the 
University,  and, 

Whereas,  The  resignation  of  Bishop  Knight  as  Bishop  of  Cuba 
has  been  accepted  by  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  all  the  formalities 
attending  the  acceptance  of  his  resignation  have  been  complied  with, 
therefore, 

Be  it  Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  be  instructed  to 
notify  Bishop  Knight  that  his  election  as  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  South  is  without  term,  that  the  salary  attached  to  the 
office  is  three  thousand  ($3,000)  dollars  per  annum,  and  that  he  be  re- 
quested to  assume  the  duties  of  the  office  at  his  convenience,  and  that 
Dr.  W.  B.  Hall,  the  present  Vice-Chancellor,  will  be  glad  to  reside  at 
the  University  during  the  balance  of  the  present  academic  year  to 
give  him  such  co-operation  and  assistance  as  he  may  desire  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  his  duties.

Vote  on  following  resolution  sent  to  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Regents  December  1,  1913,  by  the  Chairman  through  the 
Secretary : 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University  of  the  South 
hereby  authorizes  Bishop  Albion  W.  Knight,  Vice-Chancellor-elect  of 
the  University,  to  proceed,  in  his  own  way,  and  by  any  methods  that 
seem  proper  to  himself,  without  reference  to  any  plans  or  schemes, 
heretofore  endorsed  by  this  Board,  to  raise  an  Endowment  Fund  of 
$250,000,  or  more,  for  the  University,  and  we  hereby  guarantee  the  ex- 
pense of  such  procedure  from  the  funds  of  the  University,  and  solicit 
from  all  friends  of  the  University  a  hearty  co-operation  with  Bishop 
Knight  in  this  enterprise.

The  Board  met  at  10  a.m.  There  were  present  the  Chancellor,  the 
Bishops  of  Atlanta,  Kentucky  and  Georgia,  the  Rev.  Mr.  McQueen, 
Messrs.  Finney,  Gale  and  Hodgson,  and  al>o  the  Vice-Chancellor. 
The  minutes  of  October  13,  1913,  were  read  and  approved.  The  Chan- 
cellor made  a  statement  to  the  effect  that  he  had  recently  :  pent  several 
days  in  Jacksonville,  Florida,  in  the  interests  of  ihe  University,  and 
also  that  the  Vice-Chancellor-elect,  Bishop  Kn  glv,  would  be  installed 
on  Thursday,  April  30th  ;  and,  further,  that  he  h.id  not  yet  succeeded  in 
getting  the  $150,000.00  promised  the  University  in  December,  191 1,  by 
the  late  J.  Pierpont  Morgan. 

The  Secretary  presented  a  letter  from  the  Vice-Chancellor-elect. 
The  following  resolutions  were  adopted  : 

Resolved  (1),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University  be,  and  is 
hereby  constituted  and  appointed  Commissioner  of  Endowment  for 
the  University  of  the  South,  with  authority  to  employ  such  methods, 
and  to  secure  the  aid  of  such  persons  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to 
raise  an  adequate  endowment. 

Resolved  (2),  That  all  Dioceses  and  individuals  who  may  be  willing 
to  assist  in  the  raising  of  an  endowment  under  the  Nelson  or  any  other 
plan,  be  requested  before  taking  any  steps  for  the  accomplishment  of 
that  purpose  to  communicate  with  the  Commissioner  of  Endowment, 
as  hereinbefore  appointed,  and  in  all  efforts  directed  thereto  to  work 
with  his  co-operation  and  under  his  direction. 

The  Bishop  of  Atlanta,  as  the  committee  appointed  October  15, 
1913,  to  get  the  help  of  our  Diocesan  authorities  in  promoting  the 
Nelson  Plan  for  endowment,  made  a  report,  which  was  received  and 
filed.  The  whole  matter  was  referred  back  to  him  with  the  request  that 
he  again  communicate  with  our  Bishops  and  explain  to  them  the  full 
scope  and  nature  of  the  Nelson  Plan. 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted  : 

Resolved  (1),  That  action  upon  the  suggestion  of  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor-elect with  regard  to  an  increase  in  the  rate  of  interest  on  our 
funds  be  deferred  until  after  conference  with  him. 

(2)  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  authorized  to  have  papered  and 
painted  the  interior  of  the  residence  at  Sewanee  of  the  Vice-Chancel- 
lor-elect and  to  install  an  acetylene  plant. 

(3)  That  the  Board  records  with  grateful  appreciation  the  statement 
made  by  Bishop  Knight  in  his  letter  of  February  9,  1914,  that  his  sal- 
ary as  Vice-Chancellor  will  not  begin  to  accrue  until  after  July  1,  191 4. 
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(4)  That  the  Board  has  received  with  thanks  the  proposition  of  Mr. 
L.  S.  Austin,  of  Salt  Lake  City,  to  establish  a  School  of  Mines  at 
Sewanee,  but  does  not  find  itself  in  a  position  to  accept  the  same  at 
this  time. 

(5)  That  our  next  meeting  be  held  Wednesday,  June  10,  at  7:30  p.m. 
in  the  Vice-Chancellor's  office  at  Sewanee. 

(6)  That  the  Secretary  be  directed,  in  the  name  of  this  Board,  to 
request  the  Clergy  of  the  Dioceses  affiliated  with  Sewanee,  to  deliver 
an  address  or  sermon  at  some  Sunday  morning  service  in  the  near 
future  upon  Christian  education,  and  the  University  of  the  South. 

(7)  That  we  approve  the  action  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board  in 
changing  the  opening  of  the  University  next  fall  from  September  2^th 
to  September  28th. 

(S)  That  a  Committee  on  the  Installation  of  the  Vice-Chanccllor- 
elect  be  appointed,  consisting  of  the  Chancellor,  the  Vice-Chancellor, 
and  the  Deans  of  the  Academic  and  Theological  Departments. 

(q)  That  the  vote  to  adopt  the  minutes  of  October  16th  be  recon- 
sidered. [This  was  done,  and  those  minutes  changed  to  read, 
"Hodgson-Emerald  Hospital,"  where  they  now  read  Emerald-Hodg- 
son Hospital,  and  the  minutes  were  re-adopted.] 

( 10)  That  the  attention  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  called  to  the  error 
in  the  printed  proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  year  1913,  and  in 
his  own  report  to  the  Board  the  same  year,  with  regard  to  the  name  of 
the  Hospital  at  Sewanee,  which  should  be  the  Hodgson-Emerald  Hos- 
pital, and  that  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  members  of  the  Hospital 
Board  be  instructed,  in  all  cases,  to  designate  the  said  Hospital  accord- 
ingly. 

(11)  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  granted  further  time  for  the  in- 
corporation of  the  Hodgson-Emerald  Hospital. 

An  invitation  was  received  from  the  Sewanee  Alumni  Association 
of  Atlanta  inviting  the  Board  to  attend  its  quarterly  meeting  this  8  -.30 
P.M.,  and  the  Secretary  was  requested  to  give  the  President  thereof 
the  names  of  such  members  as  could  be  present. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  reported  that  the  committee  was  awaiting  the 
action  of  our  counsel  before  settling  any  claims  in  connection  with  the 
Medical  School  in  Nashville. 

A  letter  was  presented  by  the  Chancellor  from  the  Rev.  Francis  M. 
Osborne, Trustee  from  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  making  certain 
charges  against  the  Hodgson-Emerald  Hospital,  at  Sewanee,  and  the 
following  action  was  taken: 

Resolved { 1),  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  be  and  is  instructed 
to  communicate  to  the  Rev.  Francis  M.  Osborne  that  the  Board  has 
deferred  the  incorporation  of  the  Hodgson-Emerald  Hospital. 
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(2)  That  this  Board  will  institute  an  investigation  into  the  Hospital 
management  when  the  Rev.  Francis  M.  Orborne  shall  furnish  the 
Board  with  the  sworn  statements  from  witnesses  testifying  to  the  facts 
which  will  substantiate  the  charges  he  has  made,  and  which  will 
justify  an  investigation  by  the  Board.

The  Board  met.  Present:  The  Bishop  of  Atlanta,  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
McQueen  and  Wright,  Messrs.  Gale  and  Harrison.  The  Vice-Chan- 
cellor, Ur.  Hall,  and  the  Vice-Chancellor-elect,  Bishop  Knight,  were 
also  in  attendance.    The  Bishop  of  Atlanta  was  called  to  the  chair. 

Bishop  Knight  stated  the  object  of  the  meeting. 

The  resignation  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  which  had  been  tendered  at 
a  previous  meeting,  was,  by  resolution,  accepted — to  take  effect  June 
15th  prox.  The  Rev.  Mr.  McQueen,  and  Messrs.  Gale  and  Harrison 
were  appointed  a  committee  to  prepare  and  report  to  the  next  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  a  suitable  expression  of  our  appreciation  for  the  Vice- 
Chancellor's  faithful  services. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  announced  that  the  Rev.  Dr.  H.  R.  Gummey 
had  resigned  the  Chair  of  Systematic  Theology  in  March  last,  and  said 
resignation  was  accepted.

The  Board  met.  Present:  The  Bishops  of  Atlanta  and  Georgia, 
the  Rev.  Messrs.  McQueen  and  Wright,  Messrs.  Finney,  Harrison 
and  Hodgson.     The  Bishop  of  Atlanta  presided. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  also  was  present.  He  announced  to  the  Board 
that  Rev.  C.  B.  Wilmer,  D.D.,  recently  elected  Professor  of  Syste- 
matic Theology,  had  declined  his  election. 

By  resolution,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Osborne,  at  his  own  request,  was  invited 
to  appear  before  the  Board.     He  was  informed  that  certain  charges 
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he  had  made  in  connection  with  the  Hodgson-Emerald  Hospital, 
should  be  placed  in  the  hands,  first,  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  who  would 
refer  the  same  to  this  Board  if  he  deemed  it  necessary. 

At  8:30  the  Bishop  of  Kentucky  and  Mr.  Gale  appeared  and  took 
their  seats. 

A  communication  was  read  from  Mr.  Watson  Selvage,  Professor  of 
Ethics  and  Apologetics,  in  which  he  made  a  claim  for  $1,000,00  on 
account  of  additional  work  in  his  department.  Upon  motion,  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed,  consisting  of  the  Bishops  or  Atlanta  and  Geor- 
gia, the  Rev.  Mr.  Wright  and  Dr.  Hodgson,  to  deal  with  said  letter 
from  Professor  Selvage,  together  with  certain  statements  made  by  the 
Vice-Chancellor  in  connection  therewith,  and  report  to  this  Board. 

The  Bishop  of  Kentucky  was  requested  to  invite,  in  the  name  of 
this  Board,  the  Bishop  of  Florida  to  take  charge,  to-morrow,  in  the 
absence  of  the  Chancellor,  of  the  opening  services  in  the  Chapel  for 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  to  make  an  address. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  prepare  and  present  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees  a  resolution  inviting  members  of  the  Board  of  Regents 
who  are  not  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  attend  the  meetings 
of  the  latter,  with  the  privilege  of  a  seat  and  voice. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  send,  hereafter,  a  copy  of  our 
minutes  to  each  member  of  the  Board. 


Sewanee,  Tenn.,  Friday,  June  12,  1914,  8:00  p.m. 

The  Board  met.  Present:  The  Bishops  of  Atlanta  and  Georgia,  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  McQueen  and  Wright,  and  Mr.  Harrison.  By  resolution, 
the  Rev.  H.  L.  Jewett  Williams  was  recommended  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  for  election  as  Professor  in  New  Testament  Language  and 
Interpretation  for  the  unexpired  term  of  three  years  ;  and  the  Rev. 
Ze  Barney  T.  Phillips,  rector  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  St.  Louis,  was 
recommended  for  election  as  Professor  of  Systematic  Divinity,  Church 
Polity  and  Liturgies  for  the  unexpired  term  of  three  years. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  presented  a  statement  of  the  Rev.  F.  M. 
Osborne,  Clerical  Trustees  from  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  con- 
taining charges  against  the  condition  and  management  of  the  Hodgson- 
Emerald  Hospital,  and  requested  its  reference  to  a  committee  of  the 
Board  for  investigation.  It  was  so  ordered;  a  committee  being  ap- 
pointed for  this  purpose,  consisting  of  the  Bishop  of  Georgia,  Dr. 
Hodgson  and  Mr.  Gale. 
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Sewanee,  Tenn.,  Saturday,  June  13,  1914,  5:00  p.m. 

The  Board  met.  Present :  The  Bishops  of  Atlanta,  Kentucky  and 
Georgia,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  McQueen  and  Wright,  Messrs.  Finney,  Gale, 
and  Hodgson.    The  following  resolutions  were  adopted  : 

Resolved  (1),  That  the  Board  of  Regents  request  Bishop  Johnson, 
Coadjutor  of  Missouri,  and  Bishop  Gray,  retired  Bishop  of  Southern 
Florida,  to  spend  a  week  or  ten  days  in  St.  Luke's  Hall  for  lectures, 
addresses,  and  meetings  with  the  students  ;  and  the  Theological  Faculty 
is  encouraged  to  add  such  names  to  the  plan  thus  suggested  as  may 
be  found  desirable  and  practicable,  the  details  to  be  left  with  the  Dean 
of  the  Theological  Faculty. 

Resolved  (2),  That  we  approve  the  recommendation  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy  that 
a  sum  not  exceeding  $500.00  be  appropriated  for  repairs  and  improve- 
ments of  the  heating  system  at  the  Academy. 

Resolved  (3),  That  we  approve  the  recommendations  in  Resolution 
three  (3)  and  Resolution  four  (4)  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Sewanee  Military  Academy. 

Resolved  (4) ,  That  the  salary  of  the  Professor  of  New  Testament 
Language  and  Interpretation,  and  the  salary  of  the  Professor  of  Syste- 
matic Divinity  be  fixed  at$i,8oo.oo  a  year  each. 

The  committee  appointed  at  the  February  meeting  of  the  Board  to 
prepare  and  present  an  expression  of  our  appreciation  for  the  services 
of  the  retiring  Vice-Chancellor,  Dr.  Win.  B.  Hall,  made  its  report, 
which  was  adopted,  as  follows  : 

The  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University  is,  ex-officio  President  of  the 
University  Corporation,  and  its  sole  executive.  Any  interregnum  in 
that  office  would  expose  the  University  to  grave  dangers,  and  excite 
the  fears  of  all  who  are  striving  to  promote  its  welfare. 

In  the  forenoon  of  June  14,  1909.  the  Board  of  Trustees,  warned  by 
the  illness  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  Dr.  B.  L.  Wiggins,  granted  him  a 
year's  leave  of  absence,  and  unanimously  elected  Dr.  Hall  as  Vice- 
Chancellor  pro  tern.  In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  Dr.  Wiggins 
suddenly  died.  Since  that  date,  Dr.  Hall,  afterwards  elected  to  fill  the 
vacancy,  has  been  the  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University. 

In  January,  191 3,  he  presented  to  this  Board  his  resignation,  to 
take  effect  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Board,  but  at  a  date  not  later  than 
June,  1914,  That  resignation  was  not  accepted  until  a  recent  meeting 
of  this  Board. 

The  spirit  of  unselfish  devotion  to  the  University,  manifest  in  that 
resignation,  has  characterized  his  entire  administration.  Anxious  at 
all  times  to  be  relieved  of  the  cares  and  responsibilities  incident  to  the 
office,  and  to  resume  his  personal  pursuits,  he  has  yielded  to  the  ap- 
peals of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  of  this  Board,  and  of  other  friends  of 
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the  University,  until  his  tenure  of  office,  which  he  expected  and  de- 
sired to  be  very  brief,  has  extended  over  a  period  of  five  years, — all 
years  of  continuous  service,  characterized  by  unremitting  care,  hard 
work,  and  steadfast  fidelity  to  the  best  traditions  and  highest  ideals  of 
the  University. 

ISuch  has  been  the  record,  briefly  sketched,  of  our  retiring  Vice- 
Chancellor.  It  is  a  record  that  merits  highest  praise  and  heartiest 
appreciation  and  to  which  this  Board  subscribes  its  most  cordial  and 
grateful  approval. 

The  Bishop  of  Atlanta,  acting  upon  the  request  of  the  Board  at 
its  February  meeting,  reported  that  he  had  communicated  with  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authorities  of  the  Dioceses  affiliated  with  the  Univer- 
sity and  that  he  had  received  letters  from  eight  Bishops  expressing 
their  approval,  in  advance,  of  any  plan  which  should  be  adopted  to 
secure  funds  for  the  University  from  their  Dioceses. 

The  Bishop  of  Georgia  proposed  for  future  consideration  of  the 
Board  of  Regents  the  question  of  an  allowance  to  the  Head-Master  of 
the  Sewanee  Military  Academy  of  $500.00  for  a  Discretionary  Fund  ; 
and  further,  the  fixing  of  the  maximum  salaries  of  the  heads  of  the 
departments  in  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy  at  $1,500.00  per  an- 
num, and  those  of  the  instructors  at  $1,000.00.

Under  the  will  of  the  late  Miss  Alice  M.  Hall,  formerly  matron  of 
St.  Luke's  Hall,  the  University  received  the  sum  of  $10,000.00  (as  above 
noted),  in  trust,  for  the  maintenance  and  support  iof  a  scholarship  in 
the  Theological  Department  of  said  University,  forever,  to  be  known 
as  the  Henry  C.  Hall  Scholarship.  A  codicil  of  Miss  Hall's  will  pro- 
vides certain  conditions  under  which  this  scholarship  shall  be  awarded 
to  Theological  students  and  the  amount  of  the  income  to  be  awarded. 
A  copy  of  this  will  and  codicils  is  on  file  in  the  Treasurer's  office. 

A  second  codicil  bequeathes  the  residue  of  her  estate,  if  any,  to  the 
University  of  the  South  to  be  held  in  trust  for  the  endowment  of  the 
Chair  of  New  Testament  Language  and  Interpretation  in  the  Theo- 
logical Department  of  said  University. 

This  residuary  legacy,  if  any,  has  not  been  received  by  the  Univer- 
sity up  to  this  time. 

As  part  of  the  $10,000.00  bequest  above  mentioned,  there  was 
turned  over  to  the  University  five  $1,000.00  first  mortgage  5%  Gold 
Bonds  of  the  Atlanta,  Birmingham  &  Atlantic  R.  R.  at  a  valuation  of 
$3,000.00  for  the  five.     As   this   railroad  is  in  the  hands  of  a   receiver 
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these  bonds  have  been  deposited  with  the   Bondholders'  Protective 
Committee  and  receipts  received  for  the  same. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  foreclose  the  loan  of  $3,000.00  to  J.  A. 
Williams,  Nashville,  Tenn.,  and  the  University  bought  in  the  property 
at  the  foreclosure  sale.  Certain  expenses  were  incurred  in  this  matter 
and  the  loan  now  appears  on  the  following  pages  as  property  55  Linds- 
ley  Avenue,  Nashville,  Tenn. — $3,500.00. 

Mr.  Sanford  Duncan,  of  Nashville,  Tenn.,  reports  in  regard  to  loans 
in  Nashville  as  follows  : 

"  All  our  loans  are  in  first-class  condition — except  the  old  one,  to 
Dickens,  which  is  still  in  Chancery  Court,  as  heretofore  reported,  and 
there  are  no  new  matters  pertaining  to  it."

Academy,'  be  inserted  ;  by  the  latter  of  which  names  the  said  school 
shall  be  known."

Ordinance  XXXV. 

General  Utilities  Commission 

Sec.  1.  A  commission  consisting  of  three  members  shall  be  elected 
by  the  Board,  to  be  known  as  the  General  Utilities  Commission,  the 
members  of  which  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  one  year,  or  until 
their  successors  are  elected. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  Commission  is  hereby  charged  with  the  manage-

Sec.  4.  Said  Commission  shall  be  entitled  to  ten  per  cent  of  the 
gross  receipts  of  said  laundry  and  water  works,  for  their  services. 

1911 

Ordinance  II  was  repealed  and  stricken,  and  in  lieu  thereof  the 
following  inserted : 
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II. 

Board  of  Regents 

Sec.  1.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  elect  a  Board  of  Regents, 
three  of  whom  need  not  be  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  con- 
sisting of  three  Bishops,  three  Presbyters,  and  six  Laymen.  The 
Chancellor  shall  be,  ex  officio,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Regents,  and 
its  Chairman.  At  the  first  election  of  members  of  said  Board,  one 
Bishop,  one  Presbyter,  and  two  Laymen  shall  be  elected  for  one  year, 
a  like  number  for  two  years,  and  a  like  number  for  three  years.  As 
the  terms  of  its  members  expire,  their  successors  shall  be  elected  for 
three  years,  so  that  four  members  of  said  Board  shall  be  elected 
annually. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Regents  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  and 
act  for  the  Board  of  Trustees  when  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  not  in 
session,  and  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  do  all  acts  not  in  con- 
flict with  the  Charter,  Constitution  and  Ordinances  of  the  Corporation. 
They  shall  keep  full  and  explicit  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  and 
annually  report  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec.  3.  No  action  affecting  the  finances  of  the  University,  whether 
in  the  matter  of  investment,  expenditure,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  taken 
by  the  Board  of  Trustess  without  the  previous  recommendation  of  the 
Board  of  Regents. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  of  Regents  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of 
appointing  members  of  the  Endowment  Committee  with  power  of 
removal. 

Sec.  5.  Five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  when  only 
five  members  are  present,  a  unanimous  vote  shall  be  required  for  effec- 
tive action.  At  all  meetings  each  class  of  Trustees  shall  be  repre- 
sented.    (See  Proceedings,  191 1,  p.  35.) 

Section  1  of  Ordinance  IV  was  repealed.  (See  Proceedings,  191 1, 
P-  36.) 

The  Ordinances,  Resolutions,  and  Rules  of  Order,  were  amended 
by  striking  the  words  "  Executive  Committee,"  wherever  they  occur, 
and  of  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "Board  of  Regents."  (See 
Proceedings,  191 1,  p.  37.) 

Ordinance  IV,  Sec.  2,  was  amended  by  adding  after  the  word 
"held"  the  words  "and  shall  likewise  report  to  the  Board  of  Regents  as 
often  as  required."

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1912 

The  Constitution  was  amended  by  inserting  as  Article  IV  the  fol- 
lowing, and  by  renumbering  consecutively  all  succeeding  Articles  : 

Article  IV. 

Sec.  1.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  elect  a  Board  of  Regents, 
three  of  whom  need  not  be  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  con- 
sisting of  three  Bishops,  three  Presbyters,  and  six  Laymen.  The 
Chancellor  shall  be,  ex  officio,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Regents,  and 
its  Chairman.

As 
the  terms  of  its  members  expire,  their  successors  shall  be  elected  for 
three  years,  so  that  four  members  of  the  said  Board  shall  be  elected 
annually. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Regents  shall  have  all  the  power  of  and  act 
for  the  Board  of  Trustees,  when  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  not  in  session, 
and  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  do  all  acts  not  in  conflict  with 
the  Charter,  Constitution  and  Ordinances  of  the  Corporation.  They 
shall  keep  full  and  explicit  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  and  annually 
report  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec.  3.  No  action  affecting  the  finances  of  the  University,  whether 
in  the  matter  of  investment,  expenditure,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  taken 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  without  the  previous  recommendation  of  the 
Board  of  Regents. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  of  Regents  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of 
appointing  members  of  the  Endowment  Committee,  with  power  of  re- 
moval. 

Sec.  5.  Five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  when  only 
five  members  are  present,  a  unanimous  vote  shall  be  required  for 
effective  action.  At  all  meetings  each  class  of  Trustees  shall  be 
represented. 

Ordinance  XXXVI. 

Sewanee  Military  Academy 

Sec.  1.  The  Government  of  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy  shall 
be  under  the  control  of  a  Headmaster,  who  shall  be  the  administrative 
officer  of  such  school, and  who  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility 
of  the  general  care  and  control  of  the  students,  as  well  in  the   matter 
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of  their  health  and  comfort  as  in  reference  to  their  studies  and  disci- 
pline. 

Sec.  2.  The  Headmaster  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees. His  term  of  office  shall  be  five  years,  unless  otherwise  provided. 
Vacancies  may  be  filled  by  the  Board  of  Regents. 

Sec.  3.  The  course  of  studies  in  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy, 
including  sacred  studies,  shall  be  arranged  by  the  Headmaster  thereof, 
in  cooperation  with  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  in  ccnlormity  with  the 
Constitution  and  Ordinances  of  this  Board. 

Sec.  4.  Any  officer  of  the  Federal  Government  detailed  to  this 
school  shall  be  assigned  to  the  command  of  the  cadets  and  charged 
with  the  duties  usually  incumbent  on  a  Command n.ent  of  Cadets, 
subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
Headmaster. 

Sec.  5.  The  Headmaster  shall  have  the  authority  to  appoint  his 
Assistants  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

Sec  6.  No  action  shall  be  taken  by  the  Headmaster  affecting  the 
finances  of  the  corporation,  unless    approved  by  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

Sec.  7.  No  student  shall  be  dismissed  without  the  concurrence  of 
the  Vice-Chancellor. 

1914 

Ordinance  II  was  amended  by  adding  thereto  as  a  new  section  to 
be  numbered  Sec.  6,  as  follows : 

"  Members  of  the  Board  of  Regents  who  are  not  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  shall  be  entitled  to  attend  all  sessions  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  with  all  the  privileges  of  membership  except  the  right  to 
vote."
